The  Meeting  convened  at  10:15  with  President  Sullivan  presiding. 

Vice  President  Gil  Perreira,  read  the  Council  Prayer, 

President  Sullivan  introduced  the  new  Legislative  Director,  William  A, 
Cashman,  to  the  Council. 

President  Sullivan  informed  the  Council  that  of  the  three  names  which 
the  Council  submitted  to  the  Governor  for  a  position  on  the  Industrial 
Accident  Board  the  Governor  chose  V.P.  Henry  J.  Khoury's.  It  is  hoped 
that  the  Executive  Council  will  confirm  his  appointment. 

Minutes  of  December  20th,  1973  meeting  accepted  as  written  with  the 
following  co3:rections:  Page  1,  third  line  of  President's  Report  should 
have  read  Executive  Officers  rather  than  Council  -  Page  2,  last  line 
should  have  read  knowledgeable  young  attorney  rather  than  person  -  After 
the  COPE  Director's  report  on  page  ij.  and  before  the  motion  was  made  and 
seconded  to  accept  his  report  the  following  should  be  added:  V.P.  Claffey 
questioned  the  fact  that  the  Boston  Division  of  the  University  of  Mass. 
was  handling  research.  She  stated  that  research  was  the  function  of  the 
Amherst  Division;  the  Boston  Division  only  handles  continiiing  education  - 
After  that  should  be  added:  ]yir.  Callahan  advised  V.P.  Claffey  that 
Dr.  Allison  was  hired  at  the  University  of  Massachusetts  in  Boston  to 
do  the  program  -  Page  1+,  next  to  last  paragraph,  last  line,  the  date  of 
former  Speaker  McCormack's  dinner  should  be  Thursday,  May  I6,  197i|-

President  Sullivan  complimented  the  Retail  Store  Employees  on  a  good 
job  and  said  he  was  sorry  to  see  this  local  go.     He  directed  the  Secretary- 
Treasurer  to  send  a  letter  to  them  telling  them  how  sorry  we  are  to  see 
them  leave, 

PHSSIDEM"S  HEPORT 

President  Sullivan  referred  to  an  ad*. that  appeared  in  the  newspaper  by 

the  Department  of  Commerce  &  Transportation  saying  in  effect  that  the 

Legislators  were  favorable  to  business  and  made  reference  to  the  taxation 

situation  in  lyiassachusetts.  They  specifically  mentioned  machinery  is 

exempt  from  sales  tax  as  an  incentive  for  business  to  come  into  Massachusetts. 

He  though  an  investigation  should  be  made  to  find  out  v;hat  they  are 

doing  for  us.  He  suggested  that  V.P,  Barron  be  asked  to  look  ino  this 

and  find  out  what  is  going  on. 

President  Sullivan  also  spoke  of  an  energy  crisis  meeting  with  the 
Governor  on  Monday,  January  li|,  191h  to  which  the  Secretary-Treasurer 
had  not  received  an  invitation.  President  Sullivan  received  his  invitation 
too  late  to  be  in  attendance.  He  told  the  Council  that  he  had  been 
appointed  Chairman  of  the  Task  Force  of  the  Energy  Crisis  and  was  going 
to  call  another  meeting  of  all  local  unions  to  discuss  the  energy  crisis 
and  related  matters. 

A  report  was  given  by  President  Sullivan,  as  requested  by  the  Council, 
relative  to  ballots  cast  in  the  last  election.  He  reported  that  10  Vice 
Presidents  deviated  from  the  agreed  upon  slate,  3  "Vice  Presidents  didn't 
vote  and  22  voted  with  the  slate. 

Many  of  the  Vice  Presidents  entered  into  a  discussion  as  to  whom  had 
deviated,  should  the  names  be  made  public ;  or  should  the  subject  matter 
be  considered  closed.  A  motion  was  made  that  the  report  as  submitted 
by  the  President  be  accepted. 

Other  Vice  Presidents  entered  into  the  discussion  and  V.P.  Perreira 
questioned  how,  within  1/2  hour  of  the  closing  of  the  polls,  interested 
parties  were  told  how  he  had  voted. 

President  Sullivan  reported  that  he  had  talked  with  a  .member  of  the 
Election  Committee  and  there  was  no  way  that  he  knew  possible  for  anyone.;' 
to  determine  how  anybody  had  voted  until  they  were  actually  in  the  process 
of  counting  the  votes. 

Motion  duly  made  and  seconded  to  accept  the  report  as  submitted  hy  the 
President.  Voice  voted. 

President  Sullivan  told  the  Council  that  the  hospital  workers  at  St,  John 
of  God  Hospital  were  still  working  to  try  to  keep  the  hospital  open  and 
that  the  Trustees  of  St.  Elizabeth's  were  to  take  charge  for  the  present. 

President  Sullivan  gave  a  report  on  the  meeting  with  Bill  Cashman  at  which 
meeting  he  discussed  the  duties  of  the  Director  of  Legislation  and  it  was 
clearly  understood  by  Mr.  Cashman  and  the  Executive  Officers  the  duties 
that  the  directorship  entails. 

At  this  time  the  President  suggested  that  the  Secretary-Treasurer  write 
a  letter  to  the  affiliates  relative  to  their  contribution  from  their 
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Pederal  Tax  of  ^1.00  to  he  used  to  help  defray  the  cost  of  the  Presidential 
election. 

The  President  also  reiterated  the  Mass.  State  Labor  Council's  support  of 
the  Building  Trades  in  their  efforts  for  the  constraction  of  the  so-called 
Park  Plaza  and  advised  that,  as  •.a-  resultLof  a  discussion  with  Bill  Cleary, 
the  Mass.  State  Lahor  Council  v/ent  on  record  as  supporting  Park  Plaza. 

V.P.  Cleary  reported  that  directly  after  the  electionoof  O'Leary  as 
President  of  the  City  Council  a  meeting  was  called.  lanella  made  a 
motion  at  that  meeting  that  the  "bond  issue  he  rescinded.  The  motion 
needed  6  votes  but  only  got  $,     The  ^  votes  were  from  Ianella»  O'Neil, 
O'Leary,  Hicks  and  Connolly.  V.P.  Cleary  spoke  to  Mrs.  Hicks  and  she 
is  contemplating  going  our  way  and  he  has  a  meeting  with  Connolly  to 
try  and  persuade  him  to  go  our  way.  Langone  and  Li  Cara  voted  for  us.. 

V.P.  Cleary  told  the  Council  that  there  was  going  to  be  a  public  hearing 
on  Tuesday,  January  22,  197^  at  2:00  P.M.  in  the  City  Council  Chambers  at 
which  Chris  lanella  was  going  to  move  to  reject  Park  Plaza  as  a  re- 
development area.  The  motion  needs  five  votes  and  if  it  get  ^  votes  it 
will  kill  Park  Plaza.  This  would  mean  a  loss  of  3,000 'jobs  over  a  three 
year  period  and  l4.,000  permanent  jobs.  There  will  be  a  3-^  month  delay 
if  the  motion  is  passed  and  a  new  bond  issue  is  brought  up. 

A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  approve  the  action  taken  by  the  Council 
supporting  Park  Plaza,  to  continue  :•  our  .•efforts,  dn  favor  of  Park  Plaza  and 
for  representation  at  the  public  hearing  on  Tuesday,  Jan.  22,  1974* 

Motion  made  and  duly  seconded  to  .acce-ot  President's  Renort.  Voice  voted, 

SECEETAHY-TEEASimER'S  REPORT 

Secretary-Treasurer  Loughlin  proceeded  .:fe6>read  the  financial  report. 

Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  requested  that  the  date  of  the  April  meeting  be 
changed  from  April  l8th  to  April  11,  197U  in  order  not  to  interfere 
with  the  Gompers-Murray  Educational  Institute  which  is  scheduled  for 
April  18  and  19,  ISlk*     Motion  was  duly  made,  seconded  and  passed  to 
change  the  date  of  the  meeting. 

The  Secretary-Treasurer  also  reported  on  the  closing  of  the  Revere  Sugar 
Company  and  his  efforts  to  get  assistance  for  those  employees  by  contacting 
the  Governor,  Senator  Kennedy  and  other  officials  in  the  hope  that  they 
could  alleviate  this  condition. 

Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  told  the  Council  that  Arthur  Belson  had  advised 
him  that  Local  5  Shipbuilders  was  in  trouble  due  to  work  being  shipped 
out  to  Canada.  He  told  the  Council  that  he  contacted  Tip  O'Neil  and  r;. 
other  officials  asking  for  assistance. 

Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  also  informed  the  Council  that  he  got  a  call  .from 
the  Business  Agent  of  the  Teamsters  Union  telling  him  that  a  fire  station 
was  going  to  be  built  in  Chelsea  by  students.  He  called  the  Mayor  and 
also  sent  him  a  letter  telling  him  that  unemployment  is  high  in  the 
Building  Trades  and  that  the  fire  station  should  be  built  by  union 
people.  He  also  advised  Bill  Cleary  to  call  and  write  a  letter  to 
the  Mayor, 
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Sec.-Treas.  also  wrote  a  letter  to  the  Governor  asking  for  an  extension 
of  the  -uneniployinent  compensation  for  two  years  and  help  for  part  time 
employees  who  are  out  of  work. 

The  Sec.-Treas.  advised  the  Council  that  Director  Kable  was  in  the 
hospital  and  the  Vice  Presidents  signed  a  card  wishing  speedy  recovery 
from  his  confinement. 

Kotion  duly  made  and  seconded  to  accept  the  Secretary-Treasurer's  report. 
Voice  voted, 

COPE  REPORT 

Director  John  Callahan  told  the  Council  that  12  Congressmen  answered 
our  letter  with  regard  to  H.R.  8053  (Post  card  registration) 

He  advised  that  brochures  relating  to  Presidential  Election  fund  have 
been  received  and  will  be  forwarded  to  all  affiliates. 

COPE  $2.00  books  have  been  received.  They  are  available  to  all  locals 
that  have  not  received  books  from  their  international. 

The  Lawrence-Haverhill  regional  conference  is  to  be  held  on  April  2l+,  197U» 

Kits  and  brochures  for  scholarship  programs  have  "been  mailed  to  all 
High  Schools  and  a  news  release  has  been  given  to  all  newspapers 
throughout  the  State.  In  addition, all  locals  have  been  sent  copies 
of  the  brochures. 

The  Education  Committee  met  on  Monday,  January  li|th.  The  subjects 
discussed  included  the  Scholarship  program  -  Harvard  Trade  Union  - 
High  Point  Seminar  and  the  topic  for  the  essay.  Should  finalize  at 
the  next  meeting. 

Motion  duly  made  and  seconded  to  accept  the  COPE  report.  Voice  voted. 

LEGISLATIVE  REPORT 

Legislative  Director  Cashman  expressed  his  appreciation  of  the  Vice 

Presidents'  confidence  in  appointing  him  Director  of:.Legislation. 

Director  Cashman  reported  that  the  Legislative  Committees,  due  to  late 
prorogation,  will  be  late  in  calling  hearings.  He  told  the  Council  that 
he  had  been  to  the  State  House  and  registered  as  a  lobbyist  and  also 
expressed  his  appreciation  of  assistance  being  given  to  him  by  the 
staff  of  the  Council. 

Exec,  V,P,  Murray  told  the  Council  that  there  were  fewer  bills  filed  this 
year.  He  also  told  the  Council  that  he  didn't  think  the  Committees  would 
get  started  until  the  last  week  in  January  or  the  first  week  in  February. 

Motion  was  duly  made  and  seconded  to  accept  the  Legislative  Report.  Voice 
voted. 

President: ■Sullivan  informed  the  Council  that  ¥illiam  Cleary  and  John 
Callahan  had  been  invited  to  represent  labor  at  a  hearing  in  New  Orleans 
and  William  Cleary  had  attended.  He  asked  V.P.  Cleary  to  make  a  report. 


Y  P.  .Gieary  then  read  his  report  (See  copy  attached) 

Motion  was  duly  made  and  seconded  to  accept  V.P.  Cleary's  report.  Voice  Voted 

V.P.  O'Donnell  spoke  of  tenants  being  evicted  to  make  room  for 
condominiiims  and  requested  that  the  Housing  Committee  study  this  policy 
and  report  to  the  Executive  Council. 

V.P.  Drew  reported  that  her  union  was  being  raidsd  by  the  Maintenance 
Trades  Council  of  New  JEngland  and  requested  that  the  Officers  meet 
with  the  respective  parties  and  an  attempt  be  made  to  resolve  the 
problem. 

It  was  further  suggested  that  V.P.  Drew  contact  Franklin  Murphy, 
Regional  Director  for  the  New  England  Area'ito  ask  his  advice  on 
this  problem. 

President  Sullivan  told  the  Council  that  he  was  going  to  register  at 
the  State  House  as  a  lobbyist  but  he  hadn't  had  a  chance  to  as  yet. 
Suggestion  was  made  that  a  copy  of  the  present  law  affecting  lobbyists 
be  sent  to  all  affiliates. 

V.P.  ¥all  reported  on  the  current  labor  dispute  at  the  Eamada  Inn  in 
Chicopee  and  asked  for  the  continued  support  of  labor  and  also  asked 
that  the  Ramada  Inn  be  placed  on  the  "do  not  patronize"  list  and  that 
all  assistance  requested  be  granted  as  well  as  financial  assistance. 

A  motion  was  ma,de  and  duly  seconded  that  a  contribution  of  S200.00  be 
made  to  support  the  Ramada  Inn  strikers.  Voice  voted, 

A  motion  was  made  and  duly  seconded  that  a  letter  be  sent  to  the  Governor 
in  behalf  of  Attorney  Anthony  Galluccio  for  the  purpose  of  recommending 
him  for  the  position  of  General  Counsel  to  the  Department  of  Labor  and 
Industry.  Voice  voted. 

Secretary-Treasurer  Loughlin  reported  that  our  197U  Convention  would  be 
held  at  the  Statler  in  the  first  week  in  October  but  that  in  197^  and 
197^  it  would  be  necessary  to  transfer  from  the  month  of  October  to  the 
month  of  September. 

COMWNICATIONS 

Prom  Andrew  J.  Biemiller,  Director,  Department  of  Legislation  re  Airlines 
Mutual  Aid  Pact.  This  pact  would  have  air  lines  supplementing  other 
airlines  and  they  asked  that  we  fight  this  legislation.  Motion  made 
and  seconded  to  comply  with  the  request.  Voice  voted. 

Prom  John  P.  Loherty,  Jr. ,  Irene  Garrity,  Chairperson,  Women' s  Rights 
Committee,  Boston  Teachers  Union,  APT,  re  childreri^s  day  care  center 
for  members  of  APT  Local  ^^   asking  for  financial  aid.  Turned  over 
to  Secretary-Treasurer  Loughlin  to  write  a  letter  that  we  approve  of 
the  plan  but  we  are  sorry  we  are  finable  to  offer  financial  aid. 

Prom  Bert  Seidman,  Director,  Department  of  Social  Security  re  recommendations 
on  Unemployment  Compensation  and  recommendations  of  the  National  Commission 
on  State  V/orkmen's  Compensation  Law.  This  commanication  will  be  turned 
over  to  the  Committee  on  Workmen' s  Compensation.

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REPORT  OF  WILLIAiM  J.  CLEARY 
■  RE:   HOUSING  CONFERENCE  -  NEW  ORLEANS 

At  the  request  of  ^'ipeaker  Bartley's  .p.ffice  T  attende'"^  ^  le^ii^l^tivf^  conference 
in  the  Bourbon  Orleann  Hotel  in  New  Orleans  from  December  $   i-.hr'ouch  December  8 
IQ73.  We  had  many  speakers  at  this- legialative  conference,  I  believe  there 
were  seven  in  all,  talking  in  general  about  housing  in  the  United  States  and  ' 
the  new,  hopeful3-y,  up  coming  legislation  for  housing  on  both  State  and 
Federal  levels. 

We  had  a  Mr.  Robert  P.  Sangster  from. the  office  of  Housing  Production  and 
Mortgage  Credit,  l^^JD y   speaking  to  us  on  the  Government's  study  through  IfuD  0:1 
"&he  housing  situation.  He  informed  us  that  the  235  «r)d  236  program  which 
consists  of  a  1%   over  prime  rate  for  moder'ate  income  house  and  also  low  income 
housing,  was  in  fact  being  phased  out.  K\J?jy   also,  is  now  making  a  study  to 
determine  the  feasibility  of  turning  all  federally  assisted  housing  programs 
over  to  the ' individual  states,   I  asked  the  HUD  representative  what  the 
Federal  Governments  views  vrere  on  the  yi2   program  which  consists  of  low 
interest  loans  (in  the  vicinity  of  3/')  for  rehabilitation  of  our  existing 
neighborhoods.  He  informed  me  that  the  government,  as  well  as  everyone 
else,  was  of  the  opinion  that  this  was  a  highly  successful  program  and  in 
fact  beneficial  to  the  comnunity  but,  along  with  everything  else,  this  also 
was  being  phased  out,   I  querried  him  as  to  mYyv   this  v;as  being  done  V7hen  v/e, 
in  fact,  had  a  successful  program  going  and  it  vjas  allowed  to  go  by  the 
boards.  He  said  he  did  not  know  vmy  this  was  so  other  than  the  fact  that 
this  was  the  administrations  policy. 

Also,  it  was  brought  up  in  new  housing  in  i.he  garden-type  or  walk-up 
apratments  injected  in^eclTed  into  the  cost  was  air  conditioning, 
ST-Timming  pools  and  parking  faciei. ties  (garage  or  carports).   This  they 
find  encourages  much  more  economic  min  in  t,he  individual  projects. 
Although  these  projects  '-rill  consist  of  low,  moderate  and  middle  income, 
where  we  have  all  of  thes^  factors  combined  at  least  20^  must  be  lovr  income, 
although  we  here  in  Massachusetts  with  the  same  construction  have  2^% 
lov;  income, 

.>.'3' figure  that  a  single  family  uiiit,  by  this  I  mean  free  standing,  costs 
approximately  $23,000  to  build  v/hereas  under  the  235  and  236  program  the 
imits  have  been  everaging  $21,500  to  $23,000- per  unit.   They  are  consistently" 
attempting  new  construction  methods,  even  to  the  extent,  fo  v/ood  foundations 
which  Pre  chemically  treated  and  pressurei2.ed  and  t^ill  supposedly  will  last  as 
long  as  conventional  foundations. 

Mr,  Sangster  was  asked  by  many  legislations  if  it  were  so  that  rehabilitation 
is  the  key  to  our  vacancy  rate  in  out  communities.  Mr.  Sangster  was  of  the 
opinion  tiiat  this  was  true. 

V/e  also  had  a  Mr.  Buniett  of  the  Urban  Development  Corp.(UDn)  speak  to  us  of 
the  development  in  New  York  State.  Not  only  does  this  corporation  have  the 
ability  to  develop  housing  but  also  the  abi.lity  in  developing  industrial 
jicirlrs,  }iighways  and  roods.  This  is  a  corporation  empovjered  by  the  New  York 
legislators  to  ovr.r...p-5rle  Nevj  York  Building  Codpp,/']lso  on  properties  developed 
by  them.<^^  In  lieu  of  taxes  10%   of  the  rent?^l  income  is  paid  to  the  State  of 
New  Yor'-:.  On  their  housing  approximately  70;-of  the  housi.ng  is  moderate, 
30^  is  lovr  inr^ome  and  of  this  30;-^,  1/3  or  lO/'b  of  the  housing  is  elderly >, 
Also,  vrith  legislative  approval  they  have  the  right  to  determine  what  is 
blighted,  decadent  or  vacant.  Of  rourse  a  court  case  could  still  be  brought 
against  them  but  this  vjould  be  very  doubtful 
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There  was  also  talk  of  payir^  off  mortgages  for  single  and  multi-fardly 
(up  to  6  families)  to  the  Savings  and  Loan  Institutions  so  they  in  turn  could 
reinvest  these  monies  in  housing  .  There  were  other  discussiion  from 
other  states  one  of  them  being  modular  housing  as  the  thing  of  the  future 
because  of  the  low  cost  per  unit^  direct  subsidy  to  the  individual  family, 
rehabilitation  and  increasing  the  FIIA  mortgage  limits  to  $[1^^0003  variable 
rates  and  variable  term  loans  (increase  payments  4s  finances  increase) 
increasing  subsidies  to  the  rural  areas j,  direct  cash  assistance  (grants  etc„) 
also,  the  fact  that  the  Federal  Government  must  assist  on  low -income  housing. 

Wliere  there  is  a  high  vacancy  rai^e  rehabilitation  shall  be  the  r-u.le  of  thumbv 
ViT/iere  there  is  a  low';  vacancy  rate  new  construction. ii*i^>^"/urnk'ey  Ufet^e  mentioned 
by  just  about  all  of  the  legislators  in  attendence  at  this  conference  gs  the 
■  most  economical  and  feasible  were  for  the  construction  o-f*  housing.  There  • 
was  no  mention  of  prevailing  wages  or  filed  bids  in  this  discussion,  I^,  being 
strictly  in  the  minority,  did  not  bring  the  subject  up  of  prevailing  vxage 
or  filed  bids. 

Mo6'ile  homes  were  a].so  brought  up  as  a  method  to  alleviate  our  housing 
shortage.  I  was  surarised  to  find  out  that  2^%   of  'ill  housing  built  in  the 
United  States  is  movile  homes,  most  surprised  j.n  fact  to  find  out  that  ;'0^ 
of  housing  built  for  less  than- $20,00  is  mobile  homes « 

Some  states  injected  their  thoughts  on  snob  zoning  as  we  know  it,  1,  2  or 
3  acres  to  build  a  home  must  be  reduced.

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

President  Sullivan  advised  the  Council  that  he  had  meetings 
regarding  legislation  with  Exec.  V.P.  Murray,  Legislative  Director 
William  Cashman  and  Attorney  Bob  Segal  and  that  a  letter  would  be 
sent  to  the  affiliates  describing  our  legislative  program. 

He  also  pointed  out  that  the  Gompers -Murray  Institute  which  is 
being  held  on  April  18  and  19,  1974  would  feature  Ted  Kennedy 
as  a  speaker  and  he  hoped  that  everyone  would  attend. 

President  Sullivan  made  note  of  the  fact  that  a  lot  of  letters 
have  been  received  from  local  unions  with  recommendations  regarding 
the  energy  crisis.   He  advised  the  Council  that  we  have  already  been 
in  touch  with  the  Governor  and  John  Verani  about  the  gas  situation 
and  asked  that  we  be  given  the  same  consideration  now  as  we 
received  in  WW  II  when  we  wc^re  considered  salesmen. 
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He   informed  the  Council  that  there  was  an  article  in  the  Herald 
American  by  Dick  Lamere  about  our  meetings  with  the  Governor 
wherein  we  requested  that  legislation  be  passed  with  regard  to 
the  increase  in  gas  prices  or  that  a  stop  be  put  to  the  increase. 
The  Governor  has  advised  us  that  free  enterprise  would  not  allow 
him  to  try  to  get  gas  stations  to  extend  time  for  the  purchase 
of  gas.   President  Sullivan  suggested  that,  with  the  authorization 
of  the  Executive  Council,  the  Secretary-Treasurer  try  to  get 
Hartley  and  Harrington  to  put  in  late  filed  legislation  with  regard 
to  these  problems. 

Also  discussed  with  the  Governor  was  the  shutting  down  of  Revere 
Sugar  on  March  1,  1974.   A  settlement  in  the  amount  of  $2,700,000 
in  benefits  was  obtained  for  the  people  but  they  would  have  gotten 
$7,000,000  if  the  place  stayed  open.   He  asked  the  Governor  to  see 
to  it  that  our  people  would  not  have  any  trouble  getting  unemployment, 
Mary  Newman  has  already  talked  to  officers  of  our  union  and  will  do 
everything  she  can. 

President  Sullivan  told  the  Governor  that  he  thought  people  from 
Western  Massachusetts,  Pioneer  Valley  and  Central  Mass.  should  be 
invited  to  the  energy  crisis  meetings. 

He  told  the  Council  that  we  were  invited  to  participate  with  the 
Boston  Central  Labor  Council  in  their  Farah  Strikers  Week  March  11- 
15th.   President  George  Meany  has  asked  the  Boston  Central  Labor 
Council  to  take  care  of  the  drive  and  Larry  Sullivan  would  speak 
to  the  Council  regarding  the  same. 

President  Sullivan  also  noted  that  a  letter  was  sent  out  on  behalf 
of  the  Farm  Workers  asking  for  funds  and  that  he  received  a  call 
from  a  local  union  that  was  upset  about  a  union  officer ' s  name 
appearing  on  that  letter  with  the  names  of  people  who  are  not 
officers  of  a  local  union.   They  requested  that  a  new  letter  be 
drawn  up  and  the  names  of  the  people  who  are  not  officers  be  taken 
off.   It  was  decided  by  the  Council  that  this  would  be  too  expensive. 

Vice  President  Cardinal  pointed  out  that  the  Farm  Workers  have 
people  helping  them  that  belong  to  the  Progressive  Labor  Party  and 
letters  are  being  received  that  deal  with  overthrowing  the  Government. 
He  said  that  he  thought  that  we  shouldn't  help  the  Farm  Workers  if 
they  accepted  help  from  those  kind  of  people. 

A  motion  was  made  to  accept  the  President's  report. 

Vice  President  Cardinal  opposed  the  Progressive  Labor  Party's 
connection  with  the  Farm  Workers. 

President  Sullivan  said  that  he  was  just  reporting  what  was  going 
on. 

V.P.  Prendergast  made  a  motion  that  the  President's  report  be 
accepted.

Loughlin  then  requested  that  the  March  meeting  date 
be  changed  to  March  18,  1974  in  order  that  a  Diplomat  from  Ireland 
could  attend  the  same. 

Motion  duly  made  and  seconded  to  change  the  meeting  date  to 
March  18,  1974. 

Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  reporting  on  the  meeting  with  the  Governor 
said  that  they  discussed  the  raising  of  utility  rates,  full  time 
and  part  time  unemployment  and  the  gas  situation.   He  advised 
that  he  was  disappointed  with  the  meeting  and  that  the  Governor 
hasn't  taken  action  that  he  should  have. 

Motion  was  duly  made  and  seconded  to  accept  the  Secretary-Treasurer's 
report.

The  Massachusetts  law  on  campaign  funding  in  Massachusetts  was 
forwarded  to  Thomas  Harris,  Ass't  General  Counsel,  AFL-CIO,  for 
his  perusal. 

The  Financial  report  of  the  1972  election  was  prepared  for  National 
COPE.   This  will  help  determine  the  budget  for  the  1974  Congressional 
elections . 

The  1973  Congressional  voting  record  was  received  and  will  be 
discussed  prior  to  endorsements. 

We  have  received  copies  of  a  COPE  Memo  -  "Veto  Proof  Congress"  and 
the  same  will  be  forwarded  to  all  affiliates. 

Mr.  Callahan  talked  with  Chairman  Flaherty  of  the  Deraoci'atic  State 
Committee  and  a  meeting  will  be  arranged  to  discuss  the  1974

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Some  120  reservations  have  been  made  for  the  Gompers-Murray 
Educational  Institute  on  April  18  and  19.

Motion  was  duly  made  and  seconded  to  accept  the  Legislative  Report. 

V.P.  Prendergast,  Chairman  of  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Committee 
told  the  Council  that  he  met  with  Atty  LaTxy  Locke,  V.P.  Dyson  and 
Legislative  Director  Vfilliam  Cashman  about  the  10  Workmen's  Comp. 
bills  that  we  have.  He  advised  that  they  had  looked  over  all  of 
the  bills  and  some  that  are  being  filed  could  hurt  us. 

He  also  said  that  people  haven't  been  contacting  us  about  bills  and 
if  we  are  not  asked  about  the  bills  we  shouldn't  be  too  concerned 
about  them. 

President  Sullivan  said  that  he  has  been  telling  people  to  write  us 
a  letter  telling  us  what  the  bill,  is  about  and  the  day  of  the 
hearing.  If  we  agree  with  the  bill  we  will  go  to  the  hearing. 

V.P.  Famham  gave  a  report  on  OSHil  -  Ilary  Ne^-mian  has  prepared  new 
legislation  which  was  being  looked  over  by  an  attorney.  We  havent's 
heard  from  Donald  McKenzie,  Regional  Director  of  OSHA.  Mary  Newman 
asked  if  we  could  meet  with  her  this  vjeek.  She  said  if  we  didn't 
meet  soon  it  would  be  completely  out  of  our  hands.  She  would  file 
the  legislation  anyway.  The  National  APL-CIO  is  opposed  to  State 
Plans . 

V.P.  Cleary  agreed  v;ith  V.P.  Famham  that  we  would  like  a  report 
back  from  McKenzie  showing  our  opposition  to  this  State  Plan. 

V.P.  Campobasso  thinks  OSHA  is  poorly  policed.  He  told  the  Coimcil 
about  a  company  named  Grieco  Bros,  in  Stoneham  that  uses  a  certain 
type  of  machine  called,  Solex.  The  experience  in  other  areas  has 
been  that  this  machine  uses  a  cancer  caiising  chemical.  He  wanted 
to  know  where  the  inspectors  are  in  this  Commonwealth  that  they 
don't  catch  this  type  of  machine.  He  didn't  think  that  OSHA  was 
doing  a  good  job  when  they  allowed  this  type  of  thing  to  happen. 

V.P.  Famham  advised  V.P.  Campobasso  that  the  Government  was  doing 
a  study  on  this. 
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V.P.  Henry  IQioury  told  the  Council  that  the  Executive  Council  had 
confirmed  his  appointment  to  the  Industrial  Accident  Board  and  that 
he  would  he  sworn  in  on  Wednesday,  March  27,  19714.  at  2:00  P.M.  in 
the  Governor's  Office.  He  invited  everyone  of  the  Board  members  to 
attend  the  swearing  in  as  well  as  the  reception  .following  at  the 
Statler  Hilton. 

V.P.  Khouiy  told  the  Council  about  Senate  Bill  2l|.9  which  deals 
with  an  increase  in  the  salary  of  Commissioners  of  Labor  and  Industry. 
He  advised  that  there  were  subordinates  making  more  money  than 
Commissioners  and  he-  believed  Labor  should  take  a  position  in  favor 
of  this  bill. 

V.P.  Campobasso  made  a  motion  that  we  support  this  bill  and  the 
motion  was  duly  seconded.

Presidsnt  Sullivan  spoke  of  increasing  the  per  capita  tax  which  proposal 
was  defeated  at  the  last  Convention.  He  suggested  that  wo  start  to  notify 
local  unions  about  our  finances  and  the  fact  that  we  need  an  increase  in 
per  capita.  President  Sullivan  also  thought  it  would  be  a  good  idea  if  we 
sat  do;>m  with  Sec.-Treas.  Louglilin  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Ccnstitution 
CoiEinittee  to  discuss  possible  ways  and  moans  of  going  to  the  next  Convention 
and  getting  some  money.  We  would  like  to  get  an  increase  of  2^  per  member 
per  month. 

The  Vice  Presidents  discussed  different  ways  of  getting  more  money  with 
V.P.  Famham  stating  that  we  should  get  people  to  pay  their  true  per  capita 
tax  which  they  are  not  now  doing  and  V.P.  Er^anelle  suggesting  that  a 
financial  report  be  given  to  the  Executive  Council  showing  a  complete 
breakdown  of  expenses. 

President  Sullivan  recommended  to  the  Council  that  the  matter  of 
increasing  the  per  capita  tax  be  turned  over  to  the  Membership  Committee 
and  a  report  be  made  at  the  next  meeting.

SECBETARY-TREAStmER'S  REPORT 

Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  read  the  General  Fund  &  Cope  Financial  reports.

Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  reported  that  he  went  to  the  State  House  with 
Leg.  Dir.  Cashman  and  attended  the  hearing  on  the  Insurance  Bill.  He 
also  talked  to  Bartley  and  Harrington  about  it  at  the  meeting  the  other 
day. 

The  Governor  came  in  with  a  5  point  program.  3  parts  were  lumped 
together  in  a  hearing.  He  wants  to  return  to  the  insurance  companies, 
within  five  years,  between  30  and  70  million  dollars.  One  expert  told 
Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  that  it  would  come  to  about  k^  million  dollars. 

The  Governor  has  filed  a  budget  knowing  that  he  will  have  to  come  up 

with  a  supplemental  budget.  The  State  year  ends  June  30  and  the  new 

year  begins  July  1.  He  wants  to  give  money  back  to  the  insurance  companies 

and  also  is  giving  exemptions  in  sales  tax.  He  has  given  I3  concessions 

to  different  people  on  sales  tax.  He  is  going  to  be  looking  for  money 

and  will  hit  us  with  an  increase  in  sales  tax.  We  have  received  information 

that  if  we  go  along  with  the  insurance  bill  they  will  go  along  with  us  on 

the  graduated  income  tax.  The  insurance  companies  are  saying  that  they 

have  lost  500  jobs  and  they  have  to  get  this  money  back.  The  Committee 

voted  20-1  to  give  an  adverse  report  on  it. 

Sec.-Treas.  Lou^lin  told  the  Board  to  tell  their  members  to  advise 
their  representatives  and  senators  that  they  want  the  insurance  bill 
defeated. 

Regarding  the  offset  bill,  Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  told  the  Council  that 
every  local  was  notified  that  these  bills  were  coming  up.  He  also 
talked  to  Harrington  and  Bartley  about  these  bills.  Exec.  V.P.  Mirray 
has  been  working  on  the  Committee  to  get  a  favorable  report  out  on  the 
Offset  Bill. 

Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  also  appeared  in  favor  of  the  rent  control  bill. 

Motion  was  duly  made  and  seconded  to  accept  the  Secretary-Treasurer's 
report  as  one  of  progress. 

President  Sullivan  said  that  we  should  go  on  record  taking  a  position 
in  favor  of  continuing  rent  control  as  we  haven't  taken  an  official 
position  on  it  as  yet.

Congressman  Boland  will  be  delivering 
a  speech  and  Joseph  Kennedy,  son  of  the  late  Robert  Kennedy,  will  accept 
the  award  for  Senator  Edward  M.  Kennedy. 

Motion  was  duly  made  and  seconded  to  accept  the  COPE  report  as  one  of 
progress. 

President  Sullivan  advised  the  Council  that  Leg.  Dir.  Cashman  was 
attending  a  hearing  at  the  State  House  and  Exec.  V.P.  Murray  would 
give  the  Legislative  Report.  He  also  told  the  Council  that  Representative 
Tony  Scalli  would  be  having  lunch  with  them  and  a  presentation  would  be 
made  to  him  to  show  our  appreciation.  He  also  told  the  Council  that 
Sen.  Allan  McKinnon  would  be  at  our  next  meeting. 

LEGISLATIVE  REPORT 

Exec,  V.P.  Murray  told  the  Council  that  there  were  hearings  yesterday 
on  1|0  different  pieces  of  legislation  that  vre  were  interested  in.  There 
is  a  rush  to  get  this  session  over  with  at  a  relatively  early  date.  The 
objective  is  to  conclude  by  July  Uth.  ¥e  think  kO  bills  were  too  much 
in  one  day. 

Pour  of  the  bills  that  were  being  heao^d  concerned  Offset.  Some  of  the 
bills  were  filed  by  the  Council  and  others  by  different  individuals, 
A  dozen  or  so  bills  were  filed  by  people  that  we  have  to  be  attentive 
to  and  we  opposed  these  bills.  In  a  few  instances  we  didn't  feel  that 
they  were  harmful  but  we  are  reserving  judgment. 
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There  were  2  or  3  bills  put  In  by  the  Mass.  Teachers  Association.  We 
refrained  from  taking  any  pos5/6ion  on  them  as  our  teachers  organization 
was  not  there  and  they  didn't  notify  us  to  oppose  them.  We,  therefore, 
presume  that  these  bills  were  considered  harmless. 

We  also  submitted  a  bill  with  respect  to  increasing  the  dependency  benefits. 
The  S6.00  dependency  benefit  was  enacted  in  1959  a^id  hasn't  been  increased 
since,  even  though  the  cost  of  living  has,  perhaps,  doubled.  The  bill  we 
have  filed  would  increase  the  dependency  benefit  from  $6,00  to  ^12.00. 
Exec.  V.P.  Murray  testified  on  the  bill  and  called  the  attention  of  the 
members  of  the  Legislature  to  the  fact  that  their  compensation  has  increased 
substantially  in  that  period. 

Motion  was  duly  made  and  seccnde'l  to  accept  Exec.  V.P.  Murray's  report 
as  one  of  progress.

Legislative  Consultant  Clifton  told  the  Council  about  a  column  by  Cornelius

TOO  FEW  LISTENERS 

By  Cornelius  Dalton 

The  proliferation  of  private  offices  for  legislators  on  Beacon 
Hill  has  virtually  reduced  most  floor  debates  in  the  House  and 
in  the  Senate  to  an  exercise  in  futility. 

With  rare  exceptions,  only  a  handful  of  legislators  now  listen 
to  the  discussions  of  bills  on  which  they  vote.   They  spend  most 
of  their  time  in  their  offices  and  race  back  to  the  legislative 
chambers  only  for  roll  calls. 

When  they  come  into  the  chamber,  many  legislators  have  to  ask  a 
colleague  what  they  are  voting  on,  and  in  some  instances  they 
also  ask:   "Do  I  vote  yes  or  no  on  this?" 

The  decline  of  interest  in  debates  has  resulted  in  a  significant 
increase  in  the  power  of  committees  and  committee  chairmen 
because  committee  recommendations  are  almost  always  accepted 
especially  when  the  members  are  unfamiliar  with  the  subject 
matter  of  a  bill  being  considered. 

In  former  days,  when  only  a  few  legislative  leaders  had  offices, 
the  House  and  Senate  chambers  v;ere  generally  crowded  during 
debates.   Now  the  chambers  -  particularly  the  House  -  contain 
only  a  sprinkling  of  members  during  most  debates. 

On  one  occasion  in  the  Senate  recently,  when  Sen.  Jack  Backman 
of  Brookline  was  debating  a  bill,  he  had  an  audience  of  two  - 
Sen.  Mary  Fonesca  of  Fall  River,  who  was  presiding,  and  one 
other  member, 

Attendance  in  the  House  chamber  during  debates  is  even  worse 
than  in  the  Senate,  from  day  to  day. 

The  indifference  of  legislators  to  debates  is  reflected  by  the 
disparity  between  standing  votes  and  roll  call  votes  recorded 
in  the  House  Journal. 

The  standing  votes  roughly  indicate  the  number  of  members  present 
in  the  chamber  during  debates.   The  roll  calls  disclose  how  many 
members  stay  in  their  offices  and  rush  to  the  chamber  only  for 
roll  calls. 

During  the  recent  House  debate  on  the  death  penalty,  separate 
votes  were  taken  on  three  proposed  amendments  to  the  bill. 

The  first  amendment  was  rejected  by  a  standing  vote  of  30  to  19 
and  by  a  roll  call  vote  of  155  to  66.   The  second  amendment  was 
rejected  by  a  standing  vote  of  20  to  19  and  by  a  roll  call  vote 
of  145  to  82.   The  third  amendment  was  rejected  by  a  standing 
vote  of  29  to  19  and  by  a  roll  call  vote  of  227  to  48. 

It  can  be  argued  that  most  members  were  familiar  with  the  death 
penalty  measure  because  a  similar  bill  was  considered  by  the 
Legislature  last  year.   But  the  same  lack  of  interest  in  debates 
is  evident  in  votes  on  other  measures. 

A  bill  providing  for  state  reimbursement  of  cities  and  towns  for 
excise  taxes  on  motor  fuels  and  special  fuels  was  defeated  in 
the  House  by  a  standing  vote  of  35  to  12  and  by  a  roll  call  vote 
of  105  to  92. 

The  vote  on  this  bill  was  close,  and  it  is  possible  that  the  bill 
might  have  been  approved  if  all  the  members  had  been  present  for 
the  debate.   This  is  particularly  true  since  the  Committee  on 
Taxation  had  reoomtnended  rejection  of  the  ball,  o.x^   tlie  Houee 
usually  follovis  cotnmittets  reooTHitL^rvda^-tions. 
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The  assignment  of  prd-vate  offices  and  the  chronic  absence  of 
legislators  from  the  chambers  during  debates  has  made  necessary 
the  installation  of  special  telephone  hookups  to  notify  the 
members  when  a  roll  call  is  being  taken. 

Both  the  House  and  the  Senate  use  a  system  which  enables  Court 
officers  to  ring  phones  in  all  legislators'  offices  simultaneously, 
When  the  phone  is  picked  up  in  any  office  a  lamp  on  a  panel  lights 
up.   The  court  officer  keeps  repeating,  "Roll  call  in  the  House." 
In  cases  where  there  may  be  a  malfunction  of  the  system,  he  calls 
the  offices  directly. 

The  Senate  uses  the  same  system,  but  page  boys  also  are  dispatched 
to  senators'  offices  and  to  committee  hearing  rooms. 

Admittedly,  this  is  a  technological  improvement  over  the  days 
when  a  loud  bell  in  the  lobbies  and  corridors  was  rung  for  roll 
calls,  and  a  page  boy  was  dispatched  like  a  town  crier  to  the 
old  Bellevue  Pub  across  the  street  from  the  State  House  intoning 
"Roll  call  in  the  House,  roll  call  in  the  House". 

But  an  elaborate  electronic  system  was  unnecessary  in  those  days, 
because  the  legislators  didn't  have  offices  and  most  of  them 
stayed  in  the  chambers  or  outside  in  the  lobbies. 

With  the  exception  of  a  small  number  of  regular  patrons  of  the 
Pub,  most  of  the  members  listened  to  the  debates,  at  least  on 
important  measures.   And  their  votes  were  often  influenced  by 
the  debates. 

Today,  the  legislative  debates  are  pretty  much  a  waste  of  time 
because  only  a  minority  of  the  legislators  listen  to  them. 

But  one  thing  can  be  said  for  the  non-attendance  during  debates. 
The  legislators  are  in  better  physical  shape  than  they  used  to 
be  because  they  now  spend  ^  good  part  of  the  day  trotting  from 
their  offices  to  the  legislative  chambers  for  roll  calls. 


Few  understand  the  great  change  in  the  functioning  of 
the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Mass.  General  Court 
within  the  past  few  years. 

The  above  Article  describes  this  in  a  clear,  concise 
manner.

LEGISLATIVE  REPORT 

Leg.  Dir.  Cashman  gave  the  Vice  Presidents  a  written  report,  a  copy 

of  which  is  being  mailed  to  the  absent  Vice  Presidents. 

He  spoke  of  the  column  written  by  Cornelius  Dal ton,  Herald-American, 
a  copy  of  which  was  sent  to  the  Executive  Council,  saying  that  it 
was  a  good  presentation  of  what  is  happening  at  the  State  House.  Leg. 
Dir.  Cashman  attended  the  opening  of  the  House  of  Represen-tativiee 
yesterday  and  there  were  only  seven  Represenatives  in  attendance. 

Leg.  Dir.  Cashman  advised  that  the  Turnkey  Bill  received  a  good 
presentation.  There  were  I68  in  attendance. 

He  also  advised  that  Rep.  Buxbaum  filed  a  bill  that  would  put 
agricultural  workers  under  collective  bargaining.  The  Farmworkers 
got  into  it  and  Exec.  V.P.  Murray  contacted  Rep.  Early  to  ask  that 
the  bill,  with  the  approval  of  the  Council,  be  withdrawn  with  the 
proviso  that  the  United  Farmworkers  would  bring  in  a  bill  modeled 
after  California  legislation  to  be  filed  next  year  on  behalf  of  the 
agricultural  workers. 

Motion  was  duly  made  and  seconded  to  accept  the  Legislative  Report 
and  approve  the  action  taken  on  the  collective  bargaining  bill. 

PRESIIM3TS  REPORT 

President  Sullivan  introduced  Richard  Chavez,  V.P.  of  the  Farmworkers 

and  told  the  Council  that  he  would  give  a  report  on  the  boycott. 

Richard  Chavez  gave  an  outline  of  how  the  strike  was  going  in 
California.  The  boycott  is  going  well,  but  has  to  do  better. 


V.P.  Chavez  asked  endorsement  from  Labor  for  "Meet  the  Grape" 
day  on  May  30th.  May  30th  is  the  first  day  the  grape  will  hit 
the  market  and  a  demonstration  is  going  to  be  held  at  the  market 
place  in  Chelsea. 

He  also  asked  for  financial  assistance  as  the  Earmworkers  are  a  poor 
union.  No-one  gets  a  salary.  They  need  money  for  gas,  car  repairs, 
phones.  V.P.  Chavez  asked  that  everyone  in  the  union  commit  themself 
to  contribute  a  certain  amount  each  month.  In  Detroit  a  100  a  month 
club  was  started  and  V.P.  Chavez  would  like  to  do  the  same  thing  in 
this  area, 

V.P.  Chavez  thanked  the  Council  for  the  help  and  cooperation  he  has 
received. 

President  Sullivan  recommended  participation  in  the  demonstration 
on  May  30th  and  also  recommended  that  a  mailing  be  sent  to  all 
locals  requesting  that  they  send  members  to  picket  in  Chelsea  on 
May  30th  at  TsOO  A.M. 

Motion  was  duly  made  and  seconded  to  instruct  the  Sec.-Treas.  to 
send  a  letter  to  Ceasar  Chavez  telling  him  of  the  action  we  are 
taking  and  to  keep  up  the  good  fight. 

V.P.  Buffum  asked  what  the  Farmworkers  were  doing  in  the  UoS.  Congress 
to  come  under  the  National  Labor  Relations  Law. 

Richard  Chavez  replied  that  there  were  three  bills  in  Congress  and 
that  none  of  them  stood  a  chance.  There  won't  be  any  federal  legislation 
until  both  sides  compromise.  If  they  can  get  a  bill  passed  in  the 
State  of  California  then  they  are  hopeful  they  can  get  on©  in  Congress. 

V.P.  Buffum  suggested  that  the  President  get  together  with  Richard 
Chavez  to  support  this  type  of  legislation  wherever  help  is  needed, 
either  in  the  State  or  in  Congress. 

Motion  was  duly  made  and  seconded  to  have  the  Executive  Officers 
get  together  with  the  Farmworkers  and  discuss  this  matter. 

V.P.  Valentino  reported  that  he  checked  into  the  withdrawal  of 
Barbers,  Beauticians  &,  Allied  Industries  Local  12?  as  requested. 
The  International  President  told  him  that  the  Local  was  not  disbanded, 
they  are  still  paying  per  capita  to  their  International.  Per  capita 
should  also  be  paid  to  this  organization.  He  suggested  that  a  letter 
be  sent  to  the  Local  requesting  that  they  pay  their  per  capita 

V.Po  Cleary  told  the  Council  that  a  new  environmental  impact  bill 
was  coming  out  which  hopefully  will  pass.  The  previous  bill  was 
detrimental  to  Park  Plaza. 

V/ith  regard  to  the  Turnkey  issue,  V.P.  Cleary  said  that  he  sat  down 
with  the  Chairman  of  Urban  Affairs,  Timolty,  and  tried  to  come  up 
with  a  compromise.  Then  he  fo\md  out  that  there  was  a  bond  issue. 
The  bond  issue  effects  Park  Plaza  and  we  can't  accept  any  kind  of 
compromise  detrimental  to  Park  Pla7:a.  The  bill  is  now  in  Ways  and 
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Means.  Hopefully,  we  will  get  the  bill  split  and  get  the  bond 
issue  out  of  ito 

V.P.  Cleary  asked  for  support  of  the  South  Shore  Building  Trades. 
The  T.J.  Flatley  Company  in  Braintree  is  constructing  an  addition 
and  renovating  the  Charter  House  Motel  in  Braintree  with  non-union 
people.  The  Charter  House  Motel  should  be  put  on  the  do-not- patronize 
list.  The  So.  Shore  Building  Trades  Council  would  like  the  permission 
of  the  Mass.  State  Labor  Council  AHj-CIO  Executive  Board  to  put  their 
approval  on  the  Notice  regarding  the  Charter  House  Motel.  The  Notice 
would  be  given  to  the  public  and  all  AFL-CIO  members. 

The  So.  Shore  Building  Trades  Council  also  asked  for  endorsement  and 
approval  of  the  Mass.  State  Labor  Council  Executive  Board  to  give 
out  a  notice  to  the  public  and  AFL-CIO  members  regarding  the  Granite 
Co-operative  Bank  which  i^  leasing  space  in  a  building  that  was  erected 
by  C.A.  Barletta  Co.,  Inc.  This  Company  does  not  pay  area  standard 
wages  or  provide  area  standard  fringe  benefits  to  its  employees.  The 
So.  Shore  Building  Trades  Council  also  asked  for  permission  and  support 
on  a  public  notice  for  the  South  Shore  Co-operative  Bank,  Hancock  Bank, 
Granite  Co-operative  Bank  and  Quincy  Savings  Bank. 

Motion  was  duly  made  and  seconded  to  comply  with  the  request  of  the 
So.  Shore  Building  Trades  Council. 

President  Sullivan  introduced  Jim  Rawson  of  the  IBEW,  Chairman  and 
Secretary  of  the  Committee  on  Pensions. 

Brother  Rawson  asked  for  the  approval  of  the  Council  on  H.3023  which 
is  a  piece  of  legislation  that  covers  health  and  welfare  funds.  He 
explained  that  there  were  three  groups  that  do  not  get  hit  with  high 
charges  and  they  are  Blue  Cross,  Workmen's  Compensation  and  Welfare, 
and  we  should  get  the  same  privileges.  He  approached  10  other  building 
trade  unions  and  they  filed  a  bill  in  the  House  with  Rep.  Michael  Flaherty, 
H.3023.  This  bill  was  reported  out  of  the  Committee  on  Social  Welfare  - 
12  speakers  in  favor  -  no  opposition.  It  is  now  in  Ways  and  Means. 
Brother  Rawson  has  been  assured  that  it  will  be  brought  out  of  Ways 
and  Means  for  a  vote  and  not  buried  in  Committee  or  referred  to  the 
next  session. 

Motion  duly  made  and  seconded  to  endorse  this  legislation  and  to  have 
Bill  Cashman,  Leg.  Dir.  and  the  Executive  Officers  speak  on  behalf  of  it. 

OSHA  Report  -  V.P.  Pamham  attended  OSHA  school  in  Washington  for  5  days. 
The  state  plans  are  still  being  rejected  by  National  Federation.  This 
State  plan  has  to  be  defeated.  Jean  Mirer's  testimony  at  the  hearing 
on  Monday,  May  20th  will  show  that  the  State  hasn't  done  anything  in 
the  past  and  probably  won't  do  anything  in  the  future.  The  Governor 
is  blaming  Federal  OSHA.  The  State  plan  hasn't  worked  and  OSHA  hasn't 
been  policed  the  way  it  should  be.  Something  has  to  be  done  about  it. 
People  are  dying. 
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V.P.  Cleary  said  he  attended  a  seminar  in  January  or  February,  1971 
wherein  we  were  promised  labor  input  into  this  OSHA  bill  as  strong 
as  the  Steiger  bill.  He  met  with  Mary  Newman  and  Jean  Mirer  ^  or  k 
weeks  ago.  Mary  Newman  attempted  to  come  up  with  some  of  our  problems 
as  we  will  not  accept  a  bill  that  is  not  as  strong  as  the  Federal  bill. 
She  said  that  we  would  get  together  for  another  meeting  but  we  haveilt 
heard  from  her  since.  Now  the  bill  is  out  of  Committee  and  the  hearing 
is  scheduled  for  Monday,  May  20,  197i+. 

Attorney  Jean  Mirer  informed  the  Council  that  she  looked  over  the 
second  OSHA  bill  that  was  written.  There  was  some  improvement  but 
still  some  deficiencies.  There  would  be  a  constitutional  problem 
involved.  There  is  also  a  problem  making  enforcement  in  this  State 
as  effective  as  the  Federal  Law.  The  Labor  Council  and  working  people 
have  been  dealt  with  '^y   the  Division  of  Industrial  Safety.  The  State 
Law  would  give  back  to  that  Agency  the  power  to  enforce  the  law  and 
their  past  performance  doesn't  make  us  feel  happy  about  that.  Also, 
the  Federal  Government  will  only  pay  for  one-half  the  state's  expense 
whereas,  if  the  Federal  law  remained  in  effect  the  Government  would 
pay  for  the  whole  thing. 

Motion  was  duly  made  and  seconded  to  accept  the  President's  Report 
and  the  Report  of  the  Committees. 

Motion  duly  made  and  seconded  to  turn  communications  over  to  the 
Executive  Officers  for  action.

IJorkers  that  we  send  out  a  letter  regarding  Pliillips  Van  Heusen  Corporation. 

Secretary-Treasurer  Loughlin  read  the  letter. 

President  Sullivan  pointed  out  that  the  contents  of  the  letter  were  self- 
explanatory  and  we  have  agreed  with  Bob  l.'iseman  to  send  the  letter  to  our 
affiliates  as  soon  as  \<ie   receive  the  pamplilet  that  goes  along  with  it. 

Bob  l.^iseman  also  requested  that  we  send  out  1^,000  letters  to  the  consumers 
using  our  postage  machine.  Ilr.  ^.fiseman  was  advised  by  President  Sullivan 
that  we  don't  have  permission  to  send  anything  out  unless  we  are  paid  ahead 
of  time  for  the  postage  which  \iill   cost  GlsSOO.  President  Sullivan  then 
called  upon  V.Pc  Campobasso  to  explain  the  situation. 

V.P.  Campobasso  agreed  with  President  Sullivan  regarding  the  payment  of 
the  postage  and  assured  the  Council  that  we  would  receive  a  check  for 
the  letters  to  the  consumers. 


He  told  the  Council  that  Phillips  Van  Heusen  is  a  big  shirt  malcer  and 
the  corporation  is  a  semi-union  operation  with  the  bulk  being  non  union 
and  overseas.  A  survey  was  made  of  6  or  7  Kennedy  Stores  and  it  was 
learned  that  better  than  75^o  of  the  shirts  were  labeled  "Ilade  in  Taiwan". 
The  Kennedy  chain  is  oimed  by  Phillips  Van  Heusen  and  is  carrying  shirts 
imported  from  Taiwan  and  Hong  Kong. 

The  Amalgamated  Clothing  '.Workers  is  now  putting  on  a  campaign,  not  a  strikes 
directed  toward  the  consumer,  asking  them  not  to  buy  Van  Heusen  shirts  as 
they  are  undermining  the  American  worker.  They  are  going  to  picket  the 
Kennedy  chain  and  aslc  that  the  general  public  boycott  them. 

VoP.  Campobasso  also  said  that  there  is  organizing  going  on  in  Van  Heusen 
plants  that  are  non  union  as  well  as  the  boycott  and  informational 
picketing.

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A  dozen  illegal  additions  or  subtractions  to  the  2.7  billion 
dollar  fiscal  1975  Mass.  state  budget  have  been  discovered  forcing 
legislative  leaders  to  abandon  their  102  page  report. 

The  budget  changes  which  were  proposed  by  a  six-roan  House- 
Senate  conference  committee  were  quietly  killed  when  the  leadership 
learned  that  the  opposition  planned  to  raise  objections. 

The  illegal  changes  proposed  by  the  conference  panel  involved 
amounts  ranging  from  ^SOjOOO  dollars  to  $9,7  million  dollars.   On 
most  of  the  items  the  conference  committee  proposed  either  cut- 
ting or  adding  amounts  beyond  what  had  been  approved  by  either  the 
House  or  the  Senate,  Rep,  Joseph  D,  Early,  House  Way  and  Means 
vice  chairman  reported  that  a  new  conference  committee  would  report 
out  three  separate  budget  bills  for  debate. 

They  will  include  a  revised  version  of  the  $2.7  billion  fiscal 
1975  budget,  a  105  million  dollar  deficiency  budget,  and   a  new 
supplementary  budget  of  5  million  to  6  million  dollars  to  cover 
those  additions  which  could  not  be  legally  added  to  the  1975  pack- 
age. 

The  fourth  part  of  the  plan  calls  for  an  $11.7  million  dollar 
item  providing  aid  to  cities  and  towns  with  state  owned  land  to  be 
rejected  in  its  entirety  when  the  fiscal  1975  budget  comes  up  for 
a  final  vote. 

This  series  of  technical  maneuvers,  unveiled  recently  was  the 
latest  in  a  series  of  attempts  by  both  legislative  and  administra- 
tion officials  to  come  up  with  a  budget  not  requiring  a  tax  hike. 

These  plans  could  run  into  difficulty  since  the  committees 
authority  to  report  out  a  third  budget  can  be  challenged.  Among 
the  illegal  changes  made  by  the  oiference  committee  was  a  $9,7  mil- 
lion dollar  cut  in  reimbursement  to  the  cities  and  towns  for  state 
owned  land,  $1  million  dollars  was  cut  from  library  accounts, 
a  $385,000  dollar  addition  to  the  Walpole  prison  budget,  a  $3,75 
million  dollar  addition  to  the  mental  health  budget  and  a  $500,000 
dollar  addition  to  the  Welfare  Dept,  accounts.  These  changes  were 
illegal  because  both  the  House  and  the  Senate  had  agreed  on  the 
same  figure,  making  it  illegal  for  the  conference  committee  to 
make  any  changes, 

I  bring  this  to  your  attention  because  efforts  to  obtain  action 
on  some  of  our  legislation  is  stymied  by  the  various  members  of 
important  committees  giving  most  of  their  time  to  the  budget. 

In  my  oral  report  I  shall  define  the  activities  of  Daniel 
Murray,  Joseph  Sullivan,  James  Loughlin  and  myself  in  our  efforts 
to  bring  attention  to  our  program.

HEALTH  CARE 


The  price  of  health  care  is  one  of  the  fastest  upward  movers  on  the 
Consumer  Price  Index.  As  a  nation  we  spend  175  percent  more  for  health 
care  than  we  did  10  years  ago.  Last  year  80  billion  dollars  was  pumped 
into  medical  care. 

In  the  same  10  years,  hospital  costs  have  tripled,  and  doctors'  fees 
increased  i40  percent,  providing  doctors  the  hi^est  median  income  in 
the  land,  nearly  S50,000  a  year. 

The  above  facts  emphasize  one  of  the  two  facts  that  are  wrong  i/ith 
our  present  system  of  health  care:  its  cost  and  its  delivery  system. 

The  Sl+5  that  could  get  you  through  a  day  in  the  hospital  in  1965  is 
now  about  $115  and  rising. 

The  medical  insurance  companies  have  been  enjoying  a  windfall,  meanwhile 
HEW  figures  for  1973  show  this  industry  retained  administrative  costs 
and  profits  of  ^3.3  billion  dollars,  nearly  double  the  $1.68  billion 
of  1971. 

For  workers  covered  by  medical  plans  won  through  collective-  bargaining 
this  has  meant  more  money  fought  for  to  meet  higher  premiums  for  health 
coverage  -  not  more  benefits,  just  more  money  needed  for  the  same  benefits. 

The  United  States  is  17th  in  infant  mortality. 

We  are  11th  in  maternal  mortality  (in  1952  we  were  the  lowest  in  the  world) 

We  are  8th  in  doctors  per  population  (we  have  so  few  of  our  own  doctors 
we  have  been  importing  foreign  trained  for  years.) 

We  are  22nd  in  life  expectancy. 

For  these  and  many  more  reasons  there  must  be  a  change  in  the  philosophy 
of  delivering  health  care. 

The  dollar  must  be  replaced  by  a  commitment  to  improving  the  health 
care  of  the  American  working  man  and  woman. 

The  profit  motive  ethics  of  the  marketplace  have  not  and  will  not 
provide  needed  health  care  to  the  people.  This  country  must  develop 
organized  systems  of  delivering  health  care  as  part  of  a  total  program. 

There  are  five  proposals  before  the  Congress  to  improve  the  medical 
care  picture;  the  Griff iths-Corman  bill  (formerly  Kennedy-Griffiths); 
the  Nixon  Administration  bill;  the  Ulman  bill;  and  the  Long-  Eibicoff 
proposal  for  catastrophic  illnesses. 

The  APL-CIO  believes  that  only  the  Griff  iths-Corman  bill  meets  the 
needs  of  the  American  people. 

I  write  this  report  to  you  because  of  the  filing  of  a  bill.  Senate  I718 
and  a  later  draft.  Senate  179U,  by  Senator: laniel  Foley.  I  shall  explain 
verbally  at  the  Executive  Board  Meeting.

Walter  Muther,  Chief  Counsel  for  Associated  Industries,  put  out  a  statement, 
a  copy  of  which  is  enclosed,  saying  that  we  made  a  deal  with  regard  to  the 
Offset  bill.  This  propoganda  was  very  damaging  in  trying  to  get  the  Offset 
bill  passed. 

Motion  was  duly  made  and  seconded  to  accept  the  Secretary-Treasurer's  report 
as  one  of  progress.  So  voted. 

COPE  REPORT 

Cope  Director  Callahan  told  the  Council  that  since  the  endorsement  of  Labor's 
candidates  we  have  purchased  buarper  stickers  with  the  Mass.  State  Labor 
Council  label.  We  have  also  ordered  a  one  sheet  flyer  "Quinn  for  Governor". 

I  have  written  to  all  of  the  Central  Labor  Councils  requesting  recommended 
endorsements  at  the  forthcoming  convention.  September  23rd  is  the  final 
date  for  recommendation. 

We  received  a  request  from  Senator  Kennedy's  office  asking  for  cux  participation 
in  recent  hearings  on  off  shore  oil  exploration.  The  Washington  Legislative 
"Department  is  taking  a  hands  off  policy. 

We  are  currently  receiving  literature  for  convention  kits  which  includes 
health  security.  Cope  and  Cope  buttons. 

We  have  also  received  a  request  for  monetary  assistance  for  Congressional 
candidates.  We  have  forwarded  such  requests  to  National  Cope. 

Cope  Bir.  Callahan  discussed  life  insurance  of  the  employees  of  the  Mass. 
State  Labor  Council. 


A  motion  was  duly  siade  by  V.P.  Cardinal  and  seconded  by  71  ce  Presidents 
Casrpobasso  and  Frendergast  that  all  enrployees  of  the  Massachusetts  State 
Labor  Council  APL-CIO,  after  30  days  of  service,  shall  become  eligible  for 
life  insurance.  So  voted, 

V.P.  Famham  has  finally  irecelved  the  cards  for  the  members  in  the  6th 
Congressional  District  and  is  currently  doing  a  voter  identification  program. 

President  Sullivan  explained  that  Cope  Dlr.  Callahan  had  investigated  the 
pension  fund  for  the  Executive  Council  and  would  speak  to  the  Council 
re^rding  the  same. 

COPE  Director  Callahan  said  that  the  rate  of  payment  toward  the  employees* 

pension  benefit  agreement  is  currently  I|%  of  annual  salary,  not  to  exceed 

kC^i  and  it  has  been  suggested  that  the  percentage  be  changed  to  read  S% 
annually,  not  to  exceed  50^o« 

President  Sullivan  said  that  he  wanted  to  bring  this  to  the  consideration 
of  the  Executive  Council. 

V.P.  Famham  made  a  motion  to  change  the  pension  benefits  as  suggested  and 
to  authorize  the  contribution  to  the  pension  fund  of  the  Executive  Co\mcll 
to  be  increased  to  provide  a  benefit  of  S%  rather  than  U%  hut  not  to  exceed 
SCP/o  as  set  forth  in  Article  VII  7.1b  of  the  Trust  Agreement.  The  Motion  was 
seconded  by  V.P.  Cardinal  and  V.P.  Prendergast.  So  voted. 

President  Sullivan  asked  the  Executive  Council  to  let  him  know  who  they 
want  to  put  on  the  Convention  Comnlttees.  A  copy  of  the  Committees  we 
presently  have  will  be  sent  to  the  Executive  Council  and  we  would  appreciate 
any  su^estlons  you  wi^  to  make. 

Senator  Kennedy  and  Senator  Brooke  are  being  invited  to  attend  the  Convention. 
We  will  also  Invite  whoever  is  successful  as  candidate  for  Governor.

President  Sullivan  asked  for  approval  of  the  Executive  Council  to  submit  a 
late  filed  Resolution  on  behalf  of  the  Executive  Council  wj.th  regard  to  an 
allowance  program  being  set  up  to  help  the  families  of  handicapped  children. 
He  then  read  the  Resolution  to  the  Council. 

V.P.  Stefani  made  a  Motion  that  the  resolution  be  submitted.  Said  motion  was  duly 
seconded  and  so  voted. 
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President  Sullivan  e3q)ressed  his  personal  thanks  to  everyone  who  helped  make 
the  Mascular  Dystrophy  Telethon  a  success.

President  Suli.livan  advised  that  he  is  the  Chairman  of  the  new  labor  campaign 
committee  of  the  United  Way  and  that  progress  is  being  made  in  that  area. 
The  Building  Trades  are  participating  in  the  campaign  -  flyers  are  going  to 
be  put  out  on  every  job  as  well  as  decals.

Loughlin  informed  the  Council  that  we  are  going  to  ask  for  a  2^  increase 
in  per  capita  at  the  Convention.  We  are  the  lowest  paid  per  capita  in  the  Coimtxy. 
We  need  roughly  around  ^;;i5,000  in  order  to  hire  another  girl,  give  raises  in  the 
office,  pay  Larry  Locke's  bill  in  the  •'mount  of  §3,^00  and  $^00.00  for  Jeanne  Mirer.

COPS  HEPOET 

In  compliance  with  the  political  finance  law,  forms  were  completed  and  filed 
eight  days  before  the  primary.  The  Central  Labor  Councils  were  also  included 
in  this  law.  Additional  forms  will  be  filed  eight  days  before  election  and  a 
final  report  has  to  be  filed  on  the  10th  of  January,  1975 • 

Letters  were  forwarded  to  locals  relative  to  Council  endorsements  and  the  suggested 
telephone  banks  to  be  set  up. 

On  Tuesday,  September  ^vd,   a  hand  billing  for  Attorney  General  Quinn  was  conducted 
at  Summer  and  Washington  Streets.  Participating  groups  included  the  Mass.  State 
Labor  Council,  the  Regional  Office  and  the  Boston  Labor  Council. 

Cope  Director  Callahan  told  the  Council  tha.t  Paul  Jennings  of  lUE  and  Alexander  J. 
Rohan  have  been  assigned  to  assist  in  the  Massachusetts  Congressional  Elections. 

A  letter  was  forwarded  to  tho  State  COPE  Connittee  members  on  September  6th 
notifying  them  of  a  meeting  to  be  held  on  Tharsday,  October  3^^   in  Parlor  B  of 
the  Stabler  Hilton  Hotel  at  3; 00  P.M.  A  letter  was  also  sent  to  the  Central 
Labor  Co\mcils  asking  for  recommended  endorsements  on  or  before  September  23rd. 

During  the  month  of  September  meetingo  were  held  in  the  Pall  River  area  with 
Congressvroman  Heckler,  at  the  request  of  tha  Pall  River  Labor  Council.  Subject 
matter  discussed  included  interest  charges,  unemployment,  inflation  and  prices. 

On  September  l8th.  at  the  request  of  Paul  Tsongos,  candidate  for  congicess  ±n  the 
5th  District,  a  meeting  was  held  to  explain  to  him  the  COPE  procedure  relative  to 
endorsement  and  to  discuss  the  foithcoming  election  in  general  terms. 

A  request  for  a  meeting  has  been  made  by  people  presumed  to  be  representing 
Congressman  Drlnan.  Purther  information  will  be  forthcoming.  ¥e  would  be  pleased 
to  talk  to  the  Congressman  at  his  request. 

Motion  duly  made  and  seconded  to  accept  the  COPE  Director's  report.  So  voted. 


LEGISLATIVE  DEPAHTiyrSIyfT  RTDPORT 

Leg.  Dir.  Cashman  gave  out  a  written  report,  a  copy  of  which  will  he  forwarded 

to  the  Vice  Presidents  who  were  absent,  sho-v/ing  the  new  people  who  wore  elected 

in  the  primary  and  the  people  who  lost.  He  advised  the  Coimcil  that  not  only 

were  we  going  to  see  new  faces  hut  there  v/ere  going  to  be  some  Committee  changes 

also. 

Leg,  Dir.  Cashman  advised  the  Vice  Presidents  that  if  they  were  siiccessful  with 
any  of  the  local  candidates  he  would  like  to  meet  with  them  to  discuss  what  Labor 
expects  from  them. 

Leg.  Dir.  Cashman  met  Mike  Dukakis  and  was  impressed  with  his  demeanor.  He 
offered  his  support  to  Mr.  Dukakis. 

Leg.  Dir.  Cashman  also  stated  that  nany  Representatives  pride  themselves  on 
their  lOOJo  labor  record  knowing  that  a  Republican  Governor  will  not  sign  the 
bill  they  voted  for.  They  may  change  their  vote  if  we  have  a  Democratic  Governor 
as  he  may  sign  the  bill. 

Motion  duly  made  and  seconded  to  accept  the  Legislative  Director's  report.  So 
voted. 

V.P.  Cleary  commended  the  Legislative  Director,  specifically  on  the  Offset  Bill 
which  he  got  a  roll  call  vote  on  and  nearly  won.  V.P.  Cleary  sa.-'d  that  it  was  a 
job  well  done. 

REPORT  OF  V.P.  O'DOimELL  RE  CONFERSNCE  IN  KAIJSAS  CITY  ON  CHARTER  COMMISSION 
V.P.  O'Lonnell  advised  that  the  labor  group  had  some  trouble  with  other  groups  in 
Kansas  City  with  regard  to  language  in  the  Charter.  The  labor  regulars  caucus 
worked  out  a  compromise  that  put  the  whole  issue  of  implied  quotas  over  until  the 
December  mini  convention.  That  agreement  permitted  both  sides  to  submit  two 
alternative  proposals  each  on  affirmative  action  charier  with  no  recommendation 
from  the  commission.  The  remaining  issues  -  establishing  a  criteria  for 
participation,  the  question  of  proportional  representation  aixu  the  question  of 
unit  rule  were  the  final  issues  that  were  responsible  for  the  walk  out  of  the 
black  caucus,  the  women's  caucus  and  the  McGovern  group. 

Motion  duly  made  and  seconded  to  accept  V.P.  O'Donnell's  report.  So  voted. 

President  Sullivan  advised  that  the  total  amount  received  by  the  Farm  V/orkers 
up  until  9/13/7U  was  S7,876. 

President  Sullivan  also  advised  that  the  Farm  Workers  had  been  invited  to  speoJc 
at  the  Convention  as  well  as  take  up  a  collection.  The  Farmworkers  req-.Testod  the 
permission  of  the  Executive  Council  to  presont  a  film  that  would  take  a^out 
20  minutes. 

Motion  duly  made  and  seconded  to  allow  the  Farmworkers  to  show  the  film.  So  voted. 

President  Sullivan  introduced  Bob  Wiseman  to  the  Council  and  informed  them  that  he 
wanted  to  discuss  Van  Heusen. 

Bob  V/iseman  thanked  the  Executive  Board  for  their  help  with  the  Farah  campaign. 
They  now  have  well  over  6%   signed  up  in  the  iinion. 
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Mr.  Wiseman  then  told  the  Counc/ 1  that  Yan  Heusen  was  importing  shirts  and  driving 
many  of  our  factories  cut  of  business.   3'^%  o^  a-H  their  shirts  are  imported. 
Nine  Thousand  pieces  of  mail  were  sent  through  the  Mass.  State  Labor  Council 
to  consumers  asking  them  not  to  buy  Van  Heusen  shirts.  He  had  another  thousand 
to  send  out  but  the  Council  withdrew  their  participation. 

President  Sullivan  explained  that  the  reason  we  stopped  the  mailing  was  because 
of  a  letter  from  the  International  President  of  the  United  Garment  Workers  of 
America  ad-v  ^  sing  us  that  all  of  the  Van  Heusen  shops  in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania 
are  and  have  been  organized  and  that  the  Amalgamated  Clothing  V/orkers  were  violating 
the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  AFL-CIO.  We  do  not  take  a  position  when  there  is 
a  controversy  between  two  unions,  therefore,  vre  did  not  send  out  any  more  mail. 

Bob  Wiseman  answered  that  the  Van  Heusen  plants  overseas  were  not  organized  and 
asked  where  the  dispute  came  in.  The  letter  that  was  sent  out  specifically  states 
this  information. 

President  Sullivan  said  that  we  have  supported  the  clothing  workers  in  everythiref 
they  have  done  up  to  now  and  cuestioned  whether  we  should  stop  sending  out  mail 
regarding  Van  Heusen. 

Motion  was  duly  miade  and  seconded  to  get  an  interpretation  from  Geerge  Meany  as  to 
what  the  rule  is  concerning  Van  Heusen  and  that  in  the  interim  we  reiterate  our 
position  to  su^-port  this  boycott.  So  voted. 

Exec.  V.P.  Murray  is  up  for  re-appointment  to  the  Blue  Ribbon  Committee  of  the 
Gardner  State  Hospital  and  aeked  for  the  permission  of  the  Council  to  accept. 

Motion  duly  made  and  seconded  to  re-submit  his  name.  So  voted. 

Exec.  V.P.  Murray  said  that  there  was  a  lot  of  confusion  over  endorsements.  Some 
Congressmen  that  should  be  endorsed  and  haven't  been  can't  be  until  Convention 
time.  He  suggested  that  we  have  our  off  year  Convention  for  Cope  the  first  week 
in  August  or  some  earlier  date. 

V.P.  Parnham  made  a  motion  that  was  duly  seconded  that  the  Vice  Presidents  go  back 
to  their  International  and  urge  them  in  any  way  they  can  to  make  full  time  people 
available  for  the  elections  in  November.  So  voted  with  V.Po  Buffum  recorded  as 
present.

LEGISLATIVE  REPORT 


Massachusetts  lawmakers  have  ended  another  annual  session 
with  the  State's  major  problems  unsolved. 


For 


reasons  clearly  more  political  than  practical

■the 
197^  Legislature  said  "no"  to  all  meaningful  proposals  for 
judicial  reform,  more  stringent  election  regulation,  improved 
environmental  protection  and  a  much  needed  overhaul  of  our 
state-local  tax  structure. 

A  small  portion  of  the  executive  reorganization  sought 
by  Governor  Francis  Sargent  was  approved.  Had  the  legislative 
leadership  been  more  interested  in  getting  things  done  rather 
than  maintaining  a  political  election  year  holding  action  the 
Commonwealth's  future  would  have  been  far  better  served. 

Failure  to  act  decisively  on  necessary  projects  may  lead 
to  substantially  higher  taxes  to  carry  the  Commonwealth  through 

1975. 

Clearly  major  rules  changes  are  needed  to  give  the  Legis- 
lature the  time  it  needs  to  shape  significant  programs  for  our 
State's  mountain  of  social,  economic  and  political  problems. 
The  hours  spent  considering  and  debating  often  trivial  matters 
(such  as  making  the  lady  bug  the  insect  of  Massachusetts) 
could  be  better  used. 

Despite  its  disappointing  record  in  many  directions  the 
Legislature  showed  encouraging  response  to  a  need  for  more 
open  government.   I  congratulate  Speaker  David  Bartley  and 
Joseph  Early  of  Ways  and  Means  for  their  efforts  toward  this 
end.   Budget-shaping  will  now  take  place  in  public  view  from 
the  early  stages  within  the  Executive  Branch  through  final 
passage  by  the  lawmakers.  This  long-overdue  change,  and 
others  effected  by  the  1973  Legislature  are  laudable. 

I  sincerely  hope  that  our  membership,  the  rank  and  file 
will  take  full  advantage  by  watching  their  legislators  more 
closely  and  by  so  doing  provide  better  government  for 
Massachusetts.

ON  THE  OFFSET  BILL 


House  Bill  1902,  or  the  "Offset  Bill",  was  presented  to  the  1974  Legislature 
by  the  Mass«  State  Labor  Council.   This  bill  would  eliminate  the  penalty  of 
a  reduced  unemplo3aaent  check  when  a  worker  retires. 

This  bill  became  part  of  House  5840,  it  was  reported  to  the  House  Wednesday, 
May  22,   1974  and  after  it  was  brought  to  the  attention  of  Majority  Leader 
Thomas  McGee  it  was  sent  to  House  Ways  &  Means. 

There  were  four  other  bills  which  were  similar  in  nature  and  during  the 
lobbying  for  this  bill  House  1902  was  the  only  survivor. 

The  leadership  of  the  House  appealed  to  us  not  to  ask  for  a  roll  call 
vote.  We  argued  that  our  members  were  paying  the  price  of  this  legislation 
and  we  had  no  alternative  but  to  force  a  roll  call  vote. 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  by  a  vote  of  120  ayes,  against  96 
noes  with  19  not  voting.   The  bill  was  then  voted  upon  for  passage.   The 
bill  was  defeated  or  rejected  by  a  vote  of  105  yeas  to  111  noes  and  19  non 
voting . 

I  believe  that  although  the  leadership  voted  as  was  recorded  with  us, 
behind  the  scenes  they  were  responsible  for  the  switching  of  many  of  our 
votes  from  yea  to  nay. 

This  bill  was  in  Ways  and  Means  from  May  22  to  July  30.   Rep.  Scibelli 
denied  having  the  bill,  and  to  compound  the  felony  voted  against  labor's 
position,  and  as  the  votes  were  tallied  we  found  6  out  of  7  Reps,  from 
the  Springfield  area  voted  with  him. 

To  contrast  this  Rep.  McGee  from  the  North  Shore  voted  with  labor  and  so 
did  the  entire  Lynn  delegation. 

There  must  be  a  change  in  the  legislative  precedure  that  can  hold  a 
necessary  and  vital  bill  until  the  hectic  days  of  prorogation  when 
voting  is  hurried  or  rushed  to  acceptance  or  rejection  with  the  majority 
of  the  members  of  the  House  not  knowing  what  effect  a  bill  would  have 
for  their  constituents. 

One  of  the  first  orders  of  business  must  be  a  declaration  by  the  Senate, 
Fres.  K,  Harrington  and  Speaker  of  the  House  David  Bartley  for  roll  call 
votes  on  the  major  labor  petitions  submitted  in  the  coming  legislative 
session  of  1975,

At  least  k9  of"  the  2l+0  seats  in  the  Massachusetts  House  of  Representatives 
will  have  new  occupants  next  year. 

This  iDecame  certain  with  the  defeat  of  13  lawmakers,  12  Democrats  and  1 
Republican  in  the  State's  September  10  primary. 

Another  36  representatives  who  served  on  Beacon  Hill  during  the  past  two 
years  did  not  seek  re-election. 

The  newly  unseated  legislators,  most  of  whom  are  political  conservatives 
include  one  twenty  year  legislative  veteran,  Representative  Charles  Toyle 
(D)  of  Boston,  and  two  fourteen  year  House  members,  Representatives  William 
A.  Carey  (b)  of  Boston  and  Paul  M.  Murphy  (B)  of  Brockton. 

Representative  Boyle  was  unseated  in  the  Bemocratic  primary  by  former 
State  Representative  Prcancis  X.  Coppinger,  who  left  the  House  two  years 
ago  to  make  an  unsuccessful  tiy  for  a  seat  in  the  State  Senate. 

Except  for  Representative  Albert  Nash  (b)  of  Leicester,  a  ten  year  House 
veteran  and  Representative  James  J.  Bowler  of  Springfield  who  has  served 
in  the  Legislature  for  eight  years,  the  rest  of  the  lawmakers  who  failed 
in  renomination  tries  are  comparative  newcomers. 

Representative  John  Brennan  (B)  of  Maiden;  Joseph  S.  Baly  (D)  of  Arlington; 
Baniel  Bay  (B)  of  Lynn,  Frederick  MacBonald  (B)  of  Boston;  Paul  Schneiders 
(b)  of  Canton;  Paul  Studenski  (B)  of  Brockton;  and  Royall  Switzler  (R)  of 
Wellesley  are  in  their  first  term.  William  J.  Bignan  (b)  of  Braintree  is 
in  his  second. 

Representative  Baly  lost  in  a  contest  with  Representative  Eleanor 
Carapobasso  (b)  of  Arlington;  Rc;[);'?eBentative  Bay  was  beaten  by  Representative 
Timothy  Bassett  (b)  of  Iiynn;  Repreoentative  Brennan  was  unseated  in  a 
three-way  tussle  by  Edward  Marhoy  (b)  of  Maiden.  Ropresenta.tive  Schneider 
was  dovmc'd  by  Repr3sentati>/e  Maurice  Ronayne,  Jr.  (B)  of  Canton. 
Ropreoentative  S'vritzler  lost  out  in  a  tl^ree  candidate  race  to  Brace  Zeiser 
(r)  of  Wellesley. 

Besides  those  legislators  already  mentioned,  two  others  may  have  been 
unseated  in  the  primary,  although  both  topped  their  opponents  according 
to  unofficial  retiims.  Both,  however,  scored  by  narrow  margins  and 
recounts  are  indicated. 

In  Tewksbury  first  term  Representative  Prank  Antonelli  (B)  won  by  12  votes 
and  in  BraJ.ntree  freshman  Reprecontative  Robert  Prazier  (B)  held  a  20  vote 
margin  over  his  challenger. 

Ms.  Elaine  Noble,  a  wonan's  rights  activist  and  a  leader  in  the  "gay 
liberation"  movement  vron   the  f-i./e-t.-jay  stjran'jlo  for  the  no^Jilnablon  in  the 
newly  created  6tli  Suffolk  Blutrict.  I'ij  ?;:ra  in  no  Repo\b3.io!?;a  candidate  for 
the  seat  which  will  cbtvs   a  xjortion  of  Boston'  s  Back  Bay  and  mach  of  the 
Penway  ajid  Kenmore  Sq.uare  socuions. 

If  our  new  legislative  program  is  to  succeed  we  must  contact  these 
Representatives  at  the  local  level  and  inform  them  of  the  needs  of  our 
people.  I  will  attend  any  function  or  meeting  with  the  delegates  in  any 
area  of  the  State  in  order  to  bring  our  views  to  the  legislators  who  will 
decide  what  bills  to  act  favorably  upon  in  the  1975  session.

It  was  the  opinion  of  the  attorney  that 
the  best  thing  to  do  was  to  file  a  substitute  resolution  which  included  the 
same  whereases  but  had  a  much  clearer  resolve.  The  Conatitution  Committee 
approved  the  substitute  Resolution  unanimously. 

Motion  was  duly  made  and  seconded  to  withdraw  the  original  Resolution  • 
to  increase  the  per  capita  tax.  So  votea. 

Motion  was  duly  made  and  seconded  to  accept  the  substitute  Resolution.  So 
voted.  V.P.  Buffum  was  recorded  as  present. 

The  Council  then  discussed  the  best  way  to  go  about  getting  the  Resolution 
approved.

President  Sullivan  received  a  telephone  call  from  Governor-Elect  Dukakis' 
office  inviting  him  to  a  meeting  next  week  with  a  committee  which  also 
includes  V.P.  Famham  for  the  purpose  of  arriving  at  a  recommendation  for 
Secretary  of  Commerce  &  Development. 

He  advised  the  Board  that  John  Callahan  had  been  in  touch  with  Lannie 
Johnson,  .thenew,..=legislative  representative  of  Governor-Elect  Dul:akis, 
and  both  John  and  Bill  Cashman  have  discussed  a  meeting  as  soon  as  we 
have  finished  our  legislation. 

He  and  Mr.  Loughlin  have  been  attempting  to  assist  the  Building  Trades 
with  the  trouble  they  are  having  in  Westboro.  Cumberland  Farms  is  putting 
up  a  warehouse  non-union  and  they  wan-^-  to  boycott  them.  A  meeting  was 
held  with  the  Building  Trades  Union  representatives  at  the  Driftwood  Motel 
in  Shrewsbury. 

Er,   Loughlin  then  arranged  a  meeting  with  the  Haseotes  Brothers  to  discuss 
this  matter.  Haseotes  was  agreeable  that  most  of  the  work  would  be  done 
by  union  men.  Most  of  the  sub-contractors  would  be  union  people.  We 
couldn't  get  them  to  agree  to  allow  men  on  the  grounds  to  try  to  orgarriae 
if  a  contractor  was  non-union.  They  also  would  not  agree  that  they  wouldn'-t 
take  a  non-union  contract  if  they  thought  his  bid  was  one  they  wanted.  They 
did  agree  that  they  would  notify  the  union  before  they  gave  out  any  work  to 
sub-contractors.  They  also  agreed  to  tell  the  electrical  union  the  name  of 
the  contractors.  The  business  agents  representing  the  District  Council  of 
Central  Massachusetts  were  not  happy  with  this  decision.  They  are  going  to 
recommend  a  boycott. 

President  Sullivan  then  read  a  letter  from  Rosario  J.  Grille,  Secretary  of 
the  Building  and  Construction  Trades  Council  for  Worcester  and  Vicinity  • . . 
asking  that  we  assist  them  id.th  a  boycott  of  all  Cumberland  Farm  Stores.

Two  new  scholarships  have  been  provided,  one  from  IBEV7  Local  hSS   in 
the  amount  of  $100.00  and  the  other  from  Amalgamated  Clothing  Local  I87 
in  the  amount  of  $250.00.

As  the  election  turmoil  simmers  down  one  issue  still  creates  dis- 
cussion pro  and  con. 

Can  revenue-pinched  Massachusetts  make  it  through  another  year 
without  new  taxes?   David  Marchand  the  present  Secretary  of  Finance 
and  Administration  released  a  report  in  late  August  showing  that 
our  State  ended  fiscal  197^,  last  June  30,  with  a  ^26,039,727  fund 
surplus.   He  also  advised  the  Legislature  and  agency  heads  that  current 
taxes  at  their  present  level  can  be  expected  to  produce  $90,62^,388 
more  revenue  in  the  current  fiscal  year  than  in  the  previous  12  months 
period. 

Additional  growth  of  $200.9  million  is  projected  for  fiscal  year 
1976  which  begins  next  July  1.   This  will  bring  to  $2,390,200,000  the 
amount  of  funds  the  State  can  anticipate  from  various  levies  in  shaping 
the  next  annual  budget. 

Total  state  tax  revenues  in  fiscal  197^  reached  a  record 
$2,098,679,612.37  This  was  $53j^^2,6l2  greater  than  what  had  been 
counted  on  and  made  it  possible  for  the  Commonwealth  to  complete  the 
year  with  a  modest  surplus  rather  than  a  deficit. 

The  total  tax  yield  was  $1^9 1617,,  155.63  more  than  was  produced 
by  the  same  levies  in  the  preceding  year.   This  gain  was  realized 
despite  revenue  dips  in  six  of  the  1^  main  areas  of  taxation. 

Gasoline  tax  receipts,  for  example,  were  only  $180,988,817  — 
down  $3,250,387  from  the  previous  year.   The  decline  is  believed  due 
to  the  fuel  shortage  last  winter. 

Other  levies  that  were  down  were  the  room  tax,  the  inheritance 
and  estate  tax,  the  banking  tax,  public  utility  taxes,  and  the  tax 
on  deeds.   The  State's  three  biggest  revenue  producers,  all  of  which 
increased  in  yield  were  the  personal  income  tax,  corporate  and  business 
excise  tax, and  sales  taxes  in  that  order.   The  income  tax  brought  in 
$9^,935,576  more  than  in  fiscal  1973*   Corporate  taxes  increased  by 
$25,958,679. 

The  3  percent  limited  sales  tax  produced  $27,837,51^  more  than 
during  the  previous  12  months.   Next  in  rank  are  the  cigarette  tax, 
,up  $3,395,676;  insurance  taxes,  up  $3,033,067;  liquor  taxes,  up 
$3? 395,676;  meal  taxes,  up  $11,097  504-2  and  miscellaneous  revenues,  up 
$1,201,136. 

The  fiscal  1976  yield  projections  will  be  based  on  $1,169,000,000 
from  income  tax;  $293  million  from  the  sales  tax,  $258  million  from 
corporate  and  business  taxes;  $l89  million  from  the  gasoline  tax;  and 
$^73  million  from  all  other  state  taxes. 

Both  candidates  emphasized  that  nev;  /axes  would  not  be  necessary 
next  year.   Despite  these  optimistic  assessments  of  our  tax  situation, 
somber  warnings  are  being  issued  from  the  leaders  of  the  House  and 
Senate  V/ays  and  Means  Committees. 

It  is  my  thought  that  you  would  be  better  prepared  to  take  a 
position  in  this  matter  by  having  the  above  data.   If  there  is  more 
pertinent  data  needed,  please  advise  me,  and  I  shall  make  every  effort 
to  obtain  it  for  you.

PRESIBEIIT'S  REPORT 

I^esident  Sullivan  read  a  copy  of  the  letter  from  Exec.  V.P.  Joseph  .#. 
McLaughlin  to  Robert  X,  Chandler,  Exec.  V.Po  of  the  United  l.'ay,  advising  him 
that  he  was  resigning  as  Liaison  Officer  effective  Becember  31,  1971+. 

A  Committee  should  be  set  up  consisting  of  the  Chairman  of  Community 
Services  Committee,  the  Executive  Officers  and  representatives  from  Central 
Labor  Councils  in  the  area  to  interview  candidates. 

President  Sullivan  recommended  that  the  Executive  Council  have  until 
January  30th  to  submit  names  to  the  Committee  for  consideration.   The  Committee 
will  meet  on  January  31  to  go  over  the  names  and  choose  one  to  bring  back  to 
the  Executive  Council  for  submission  to  Exec.  V.P.  Chandler  of  the  Mass.  Bay 
United  "..'ay. 

Motion  duly  made  and  seconded  to  follovr  the  above  procedure.   So  voted. 
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Exec,  Y.Po  licLaughlin  asked  to  clarify  parts  of  his  commuTxi cation  and  the 
recommendation  of  the  President,  -  I-Iis  appointment .;-tG /.the (g3$a:tLedr?^C:pT^^^ 
Services  in  l^Sh  "^^^a-s  p^yimarily  through  the  Ilass.  Federation  of  Lahor.  At 
that  time  there  ■i\'-ere  two  organizations  -  the  APL  and  the  CIO.  It  vj-as  agreed 
at  that  time  "by  the  Central  Labor  Councils  within  the  Boston  Area  that  the 
J^iasso  Federation  of  Lahor  would  be  the  responsible  party  insofar  as  United 
Community  Services  was  concerned  and  the  appointment  thereof  of  any  labor 
person  on  that  staff.   At  that  time  we  had  Central  Labor  Councils  in  Boston, 
Cambridge,  Somerville,  Ualtham,  Ilalden  and  ')iincy«   All  the  Central  Labor 
Councils  agreed,  because  of  the  number  of  them,  that  the  Mass«  Federation 
of  Labor  would  be  the  responsible  party  to  serve  as  the  advisors  and  recommend 
appointment  thereof  of  any  labor  person  to  the  United  Commiuiity  Services. 
Exec.  VoP.  IIcLaughlin  feels  that  the  responsib-ility  of  the  appointment  of 
any  person  to  succeed  him  should  continue  to  come  from  this  Council.  Ee 
accepts  the  fact  that  any  Central  Labor  Council  should  have  or  should  be 
asked  t%rsubmi.t  the  name  of  any  person  they  would  consider  to  be  a  successor 
to  him. 

There  is  reference  in  the  Agenda  to  consulting  Leo  Perils  who  is  the  National 
Director  of  Community  Sexvices  Committee.   The  National  Off ice, in  this 
particular  instance,  has  no  influence  on  our  recommendations  as  to  who  shall 
fill  this  position.   The  power  should  remain  within  the  State  Council* 

Exec.  V.Po  IIcLaughlin  then  thanked  the  liass.  State  Labor  Council  and  all 
the  Vice  Presidents  for  their  support  throughout  the  years  with  his  United 
Fund  and  United  IJay  prograjnso 

President  Sullivan  informed  the  Council  that  as  soon  as  he  found  out  Joe 
IIcLaughlin  was  retiring  he  immediately  notified  everybody  that  this  position 
was  available.  Ee  notified  Ilr.  Chandler  telling  him  that  we  would  advise  him 
of  the  name  of  the  person  we  desired  to  be  appointed  to  this  position. 
Protocol  required  that  we  notify  Leo  Perils  and  George  Doolej'-,  The  name 
of  the  person  we  desire  will  be  submitted  when  we  eventually  get  to  it. 

V.P,  Farnham  s.sked  who  the  labor  liaison  man  worked  for.   Do  we  have  the 
right  to  appoint  a  fellow  or  does  the  National  AiL-CIO  appoint  him? 

Presifident  Sullivan  answered  that  the  eventual  choice  will  be  given  them 
and  they  will  have  the  right  to  comment  on  it.  Me   decided  that  the  best 
thing  to  do  was  i-rrite  to  Leo  Perils,  ^'e  have  taken  the  position  lere  as 
your  Officers  that  this  is  our  job  to  submit, 

Y.P.  O'LorjQell  mentioned  that  a  question  was  raised  recently  especially 
in  the  Springfield  area,  asking  where  the  labor  liaison's  loyalty  should 
be.   The  understanding  is  tha,t  despite  the  fact  that  the  employee  gets 
his  pay  through  the  United  \Jaj   his  loyalty  should  lay  with  the  AFL-CIO, 

Execo  V.P.  McLaughlin  said  that  we  are  now  taking  in  the  South  Shore  and 
the  North  Shore  consisting  of  '^uincy  and  further  down  toward  the  Cape  on 
the  South  Shore  and  Greater  Ljmi   and  further  down  toward  Gloucester  on 
the  North  Shore.  Berry  Aronson  and  I  vrere  Boston  people,  he  from  CIO 
and  me  from  AFL.  IJith  respect  to  Arthur  LiPietro,  Norfolk  and  Frank  Prioli, 
Greater  Lynn  area,  I  insisted  at  that  time  that  these  people  should  come 
from  CLU'  s  in  their  area,  imy  reijlacement  for  Berry  Aronson  or  I  should 
come  from  this  Council, 
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Motion  was  duly  made  and  seconded  to  approve  the  reconunendation  of  the 
President  and  Executive  Officers  in  this  question^   So  voted. 

President  Sullivan  received  a  call  from  Helen  O'Donnell,  Chairman  of 
Community  Services  Committee,  regarding  a  supported  v/crk  project  asking 
for  the  support  of  organized  labor.  The  matter  was  "brought  before  the 
Committee  who  voted  to  recommend  to  the  Council  meeting  that  we  approve 
it.  After  reading  it  over  I  send  it  out  to  k   people  whose  unions  would  be 
affected  by  it  asking  for  their  opinion,   I  find  that  tbiey  have  a  different 
opinion,  I  woi-ld  like  to  have  the  matter  tabled  until  the  January  meeting. 

iiotJsjn  duly  made  and  seconded  to  table  the  matter  until  the  January  meeting. 
So  voted. 

Last  election  we  had  a  chance  to  check  off  on  thef:tax  form  a  statement  that 
we  would  malce  a  donation  to  the  Presidential  campaign,  We  didn't  get  starteed 
soon  enough  to  notify  our  people.  President  Siillivan  received  a  letter 
from  Alan  Barkan  asking  us  to  point  out  this  information  to  local  unions 
in  order  to  make  our  locals  knowledgeably  of  this  fact  prior  to  filing  taxes. 
A  letter  should  be  sent  out  telling  our  members  that  they  can  check  off  the 
contribution  to  whoever  they  wish. 

Motion  duly  made  and  seconded  to  comply  v^ith  the  suggestion.   So  voted. 

The  Building  Trades  are  having  trouble  with  Cumberland  Farms  people  who 
are  building  a  plant  in  l/estboro,  Tliree  representatives  of  the  Building 
Trades  met  with  Jimmy  Iiaseotes,  the  President  of  the  Company  but  they  were 
not  satisfied  by  that  meeting.   It  is  the  feeling  of  the  Building  Trades 
men  that  this  job  should  be  100  union  or  nothing. 

The  Building  Trades  in  this  area  have  set  up  January  l8  and  I9  for  a  boycott 
of  Cumberland  Parms.  They  are  going  to  send  out  7^0 j COO  flyers  to  the  members 
of  the  Building  Trades.  They  ha,ve  asked  for  our  help  and  support.  Me 
informed  them  we  would  get  in  touch  with  the  Presidents  of  the  State  Councils 
in  >Tew  England  and  New  Jersey,   Sec-s-Treas,  Loughlin  called  Charlie  karciante 
ir.  Hew  Jersey,  Ee  informed  us  thej?-  would  give  lOC^o  cooperation, 

I  thinlc,  after  talking  to  iil  BiHienzo  and  Harry  O'Bonnell,  that  vre  are 
going  to  try  to  get  another  meeting  vrith  the  President  of  Cumberland  Farms 
to  see  if  there  is  any  possibility  of  si'tting  down  with  this  guy  to  see  if 
anything  can  be  done,

Motion  duly  made  and  seconded  to  accept  the  Financial  lleports. 

Sec-Treas.  Loughlin  is  distur^^ed  about  reading  that  there  is  going  to  be 
an  increase  in  all  utilities.   They  have  taken  our  money  and  invested  it 
while  our  people  are  losing  wages.  Me   have  dropped  from  9"bh  in  our  per  capita 
income  to  17th  and  our  per  capita  income  to  date  is  '^^230,  Average  weekly 
wages  are  f, 157. 00, 
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There  are  300,000  people  in  this  State  loaking  and  the  utility  companies 
are  asking  for  increases , 

Representative  Micbara  Gray  of  Framingham  filed  a  bill  saying  that  we  should 
do  something  for  poor  people  on  unemployment ,   She  then  filed  a  bill  to  put 
a  tax  on  gas,  alcoholic  beverages,  rooms,  meals  and  cigarettes..  This  Council 
and  Convention  is  on  record  that  vre  will  fight  any  increase  in  sales  tax. 

Rep.  Gray  had  her  right  hand  man  call  me  and  ask  me  to  sit  doi/n  v/ith  them. 
I  wouldn' t  sit  down  with  them  as  we  are  on  record  as  beinj  opposed  to  any 
increase  in  sales  tax. 

llotion  duly  made  and  seconded  to  accept  the  Secretary-Treasurer' s  report. 
So  voted. 

Secretary-Treasurer  Loughlin  then  read  the  letter  of  resignation  from 
V.P.  Vincent  LiiTunno. 

Jlotion  was  duly  made  and  seconded  to  accept  his  resignation  with^^'tSat 
reluctance.   So  voted. 

VcP.  Khcury  advised  that  he  is  a  Vice  President  at  Large  and  now  that  the 
position  of  Vice  President  in  the  Boston  District  is  vacant  he  would  like 
to  take  that  seat. 

llotion  was  duly  made  and  seconded  to  approve  V.P.  Khoury  becoming  the

COPE  FJUPORT 

The  ilass.  State  Democratic  Committee  is  going  to  establish  ^^il  affirmative 
action  committee  in  compliance  with  Article  10  established  at  the  recent 
mini  convention.  I  expect  they  will  communicate  with  the  Council  for 
labor  participation. 

The  Committee  on  Education  met  on  Hovember  25?  197U«  The  subject  matter 
discussed  includlplimaterial  for  kits  -  topics  for  the  essjgy  question  and 
judges  to  participate. 

Cope  Dir.  Ca?14han  informed  the  Board  that  we  are  having  difficulty  finding 
material  for  the  kits.  I\n   austerity  prog-ram  has  been  adopted  by  many  unions. 
The  U.S.  Department  of  Labor  is  in  the  process  of  updating  the  History  of 
the  America,n  Labor  Movement, 
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It  was  decided  that  April  7th  would  "be  the  date  for  the  Harvard  Trade  Union 
interviews  and  a  tentative  program  for  the  Gompers-Iiarray  Institute  was 
discussed. 

A  total  of  v25?000  has  been  allocated  for  the  1975  Scholarship  Progranio 

Cope  Dir.  Callahan  had  a  discussion  with  Joe  Cass  relative  to  a  meeting  of 
the  Advisory  Committee  to  the  Labor  and  Research  Center.  The  meeting  will 
be  held  Sua   January  10,  1975 ■> 

The  Bicentennial  Committee  members  were  given  the  oath  but  no  meetings 
have  been  held  as  yet. 

LEGISLATITI]  IJUPOPlT 

Leg.  Dir,  Cashman  told  the  Council  that  v/e  filed  37  bills  this  year,  an 
increase  over  last  year.  He  took  the  prerogative  of  asking  certain 
legislators  to  file  certain  bills  and  spealc  for  them  at  hearings.  He 
prevailed  upon  the  ilajority  Leader  to  help  with  the  Offset  Bill. 

Ari6.^^:er  summary  of  the  bills  will  be  sent  out  vdth  the  numbers  and  also  the 
FLepresentative  who  assisted  us  in  filing. 

The  Right  to  \JoTk   bill  •,"H,l858  was  given  to  Representative  iTodberg  of  Reading. 
He  is  on  the  Committee  of  Commerce  &  Labor. 

He  has  been  discussing  with  Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  a  new  way  of  getting  our 
viewpoint  across  to  the  Legislators.  There  are  ways  in  v/hich  other  industries 
get  their  points  across  -  some  use  colored  paper.  He  is  trying  to  work  up 
a  new  format  so  that  when  the  Ilass,  State  Labor  Council  sends  a  letter  to 
the  Representatives  or  the  Leadership  they  will  pick  it  out.  "^  e  will  attach 
a  copy  of  the  bill  we  are  discussing  to  our  letter. 

Some  of  the  Representatives  were  glad  to  sign  labor' s  bills  but  they  would 
like  to  have  back-up  material.   If  you  or  any  of  your  locals  are  interested 
in  any  bill  you  should  forv:ard  the  back-up  material  to  Leg.  Dir.  Cashman. 
In  the  event  you  couldrit  attend  the  hearing  he  would  have  the  material  and 
present  the  case. 

Also,  as  Brother  Clifton; pointed  out,  we  are  going  to  have  to  have  you  as 
Vice  Presidents  as  well  as  the  locals  you  represent  contact  the  legislature 
in  your  area  vfith  regard  to  bills  vre  are  interested  in.   If  you  do  we  will 
have  a  better  informed  legislature  when  we  come  before  their  Committoe. 

Leg,  Lir,  Cashman  will  notify  you  of  the  hearing  dates,  numbers  of  the  bills 
and  the  Committees  they  are  assigned  to  as  soon  as  he  gets  that  information, 

Atty  Hirer  gave  us  a  bill  for  OSHA  at  the  last  minute.   '  e  prepared  it  but 
we  didn' t  ha^ve  the  opportunity  to  look  it  over.   Le  did  not  file  in  the  name 
of  the  ixass.  State  Labor  Council  but  Senator  iicXinnin  filed  it. 

V.?.  Cleary  thanked  eve3?jrone  for  the  consideration  given  him  with  regard  to 
his  past  illness.  He  then  asked  if  the  Ch^drman  of  the  OSILi  Committee 
checked  the  bill. 

President  Sullivan  told  him  that  it  hadn't  been  as  the  bill  was  filed  by 
Senator  licKinnon.  Bob  Seg^  after  looking  the  bill  over,  didn't  think  it 
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was  proper  for  us  to  sign  the  legislation  "because  of  some  of  the  languC'-'^-  in 
there.  \Ie   will  want  to  amend  it  in  certain  parts.  \Je   have  asked,  the  State, 
County  c;  Ilunicipal  people  to  sit  doi-m  with  us  to  discuss  it  and  are  waiting 
to  hear  from  them, 

VoPo  Cardinal  asked  if  we  were  going  to  support  the  bill  as  it  isn't  in 
our  nameo  Also,  we  are  not  in  favor  of  any  State  plan  except  for  public 
employees  who  are  not  covered  b^^  state  law. 

President  Sullivsui  ^^wered  that  after  the  Committee  goes  over  it  we  will 
make  recommendations  and  decide  what  to  dOe 

V,Po  Cardinal  said  that  he  thought  more  information  and  education  should 
be  given  to  the  locals  with  regard  to  OSIL^L. 

VoP.  Pamham  stated  that  the  strategy  is  to  defeat  any  attempt  to  come  in 
with  a  state  plan  unless  the  state  plan  will  give  us  more  than  the 
federal  plan,  liaybe  with  this  administration  there  might  be  some  value 
to  having  a  state  plan.  The  feds  are  doing  a  terrible  job.  The  State 
people  are  doing  nothing  while  they  should  be  protecting  our  members.  Me 
would  have  to  have  some  a.ssurance  from  people  in  State  Government  that  they 
will  do  a  better  job  than  the  Feds. 

Y.P.  Clear3'-  -  A  lot  of  people  say  that  we  are  against  a  state  plan.  I'e  are 
not  per  se.  If  ^e  can  got  a  state  plan  that  is  stronger  than  Steiger 
or  OSILA.  we  will  go  in  with  both  feet.  'le   are  attempting  to  make  a  stronger 
plan  than  the  existing  OSHA  plan,  Ee  will  send  in  each  and  every  weekj,  if 
need  be,  the  changes  made  in  the  OSHA  plan  and  the  Council  can  send  this 
information  to  all  our  affiliates, 

Pres,  Sullivan  asked  V.P,  Psrnham  if  he  thought  the  Committee  should  have 
monthly  meetings, 

V,P.  Pamham  answered  that  he  subscribed  to  the  Bureau  of  national  Affairs 
a,nd  gets  OSH/i  reports  weekly,  '.lien  he  sees  something  he  thinks  is  important 
he  immediately  does  something  about  it. 

Motion  duly  made  and  seconded  to  accept  Legislative  Keport,   So  voted, 

V.P.  Sonsini  asked  Leg.  Dir.  Cashman  what  action  had  been  taken  about  filing 
a  b'ill  regarding  penalties  for  delinquencies  of  fund  contributiono 

Leg,  Dir,  Cashman  -  \!e   filed  a  bill,   I  got  the  information  from  Att:^,  Plamm 
gave  it  to  Bob  Segal  and  he  put  all  of  it  together  and  filed  it  in  the  bill.

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LEGISLATIVE  EBPORT 

As  of  5  P.M.  Wednesday,  December  h,  1974  79  32?  bills  were  filed 
for  consideration  by  the  Massachusetts  Legislature  next  yearo 

5,60i|.  bills  have  been  filed  with  the  House  Clerk,  this  is  a 
decre3.se  from  last  session's  figure  of  5j90i+  and  the  1973  total 
of  6,7it8. 

However,  a  record  number  of  bills  were  filedvwith  the  Senate 
Clerk,  1,723  in  all. 

It  had  been  hoped  that  the  number  of  bills  filed  this  year 
would  be  reduced.  Gov. -Elect  Michael  Dukakis  had  hoped  to 
end  the  legislative  session  by  Memorial  Day. 

A  large  number  of  bills  seek  to  bring  back  capital  punishment. 
Many  would  restrict  the  death  penalty  to  well-defined  categories 
of  murder. 

The  Mass.  State  Labor  Council  has  filed  38  bills  as  a  result  of 
convention  and  Executive  Council  action. 

¥e  will  file  a  resume  of  our  bills  soon  and  make  it  available 
to  the  Vice  Presidents  in  a  short  i^^hile. 

The  Mass.  Taxpayers  Foundation  filed  a  ten  bill  package  which 
it  says  will  save  Massachusetts  residents  80  to  120  million  if 
enacted  into  law. 

The  four  major  proposals  would  reduce  the  number  of  state  jobs 
by  10  percent,  limit  state  employee's  cost  of  living  increases 
to  the  first  $13,000  of  salary,  raise  tuition  at  state  colleges 
and  place  needy  veterans  under  Medicaid  and  Welfare  programs. 

A  proposal  to  drastically  change  school  funding  headed  the  list 
of  3U  bills  filed  by  the  Mass.  Teachers  Association.  The  proposal 
calls  for  the  state  to  assume  7^  perg^ent  of  local  school  costs 
within  five  years. 

Most  of  the  bills  were  repeats  of  measures  defeated  in  previous 
years ,  including  a  number  of  bills  to  repeal  the  State ' s  Racial 
Imbalance  Law  and  to-    allovj  no-fault  divorce. 

Other  bills  call  for;  legalizing  gambling;  decriminalizing  the 
offense  of  marijuana  possession;  abolishing  the  Governor's  Council; 
controlling  handgun  possession^  regulating  utilities;  prohibiting 
no-return  bottles.  Also, restructuring  the  Mass.  Port  Authority; 
regulation  of  condominium  sales;  tax  breaks  for  the  elderly; 
increasing  the  state  minimum  wage;  regulating  prison  furloughs; 
state  take-over  of  county  government  costs;  and  abolition  of 
electric  company  fuel  adjustments. 

Our  legislative  staff,  Mr.  Daniel  Murray,  Mr.  Albert  Clifton  and 
I  have  contacted  Gov. -elect  Dukakis'  aide,  Lanny  Johnson,  and  a 
meeting  will  be  held  in  the  near  future  to  discuss  labor's  program 
and  its  priorities  in  the  coming  session.
